r Muft confefs that my Duty to God, Love and Companion 
towards the Church, has ingaged me in this Impreflion, 
and to expofe to publick View, Things above my Function. 
I very well know, and can produce, that, thefe Things have 
met with many Oppofitions, Conftruttions \ and even Re* 
flections from Clergy-men •, either not underftanding them, 
or endeavouring toftifle their Progrefs: They are found de¬ 
livered in feparate fcattered and diftributed Parcels amongft 
other Things, from yvhich I have collected them into the 
following Sections, 

I muft own they feem in the Original,; to be mixed with 
dome Ambiguous Things, which are not fo' when underftood-, 
although, towards the End ofthofe Works, perhaps may be 
fome Delufions but foretold and intimated by the Angels in 
precedent Pages. But l am well fatisfied I have feparated the 
Wheat from the Chaf if any j and that what I have delivered 
of them is pure and uncorrupted. 

God hath always thought fit to deliver Prophefies and Sa¬ 
cred Truths in ^Enigmatical Terms, to the intent they fhould 
be hid from the wicked abufers if them, thole that received 
them, underftood not the Ends for which they were deliver¬ 
ed, being defirous to apply them to other Purpofes. 

Therefore have they been referved to be made known in 
God’s appointed Times, when the World is advanced to the 
Pride of her Vanity. That of the Lighteft Things he might 
make the Heavieft, and of the Weakeft, the Strongeft \ and 
in the Weakeft Veflels, work his Mercy. Leaft the World, 
in her proud Imaginations and Ornament of her Pearls and 
mod pretious Wits, fhould brag faying, I can compare with 
the Lord, whichJs now vifible in our New fingle fangle Ora¬ 
tions. 

What is none of our Churches furnifhed with Paflors fnf- 
ficent to Explain and Teach us the true Doftrines of the Pro¬ 
phets, Chrift and his Apoftles •, that you leave the Church, 
and go to Market and buy the wrapings of Men’s Wits,which 
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will deceive you, and fo negleft the Doftrine, Prayers and 
Difciplineof our molt Holy Church, which God hath pre- 

F ared for you there to come and buy without Money or 
rice, where you have accefs to the Throne of God your 
felves, Pardon and Abfolution offered and adminiftred unto 
you freely from God himfelf, by the Authority of a vifible 
Church upon your Contrition and Repentance, which is not 
to be bought or purchafed with Money, Afts 8. 20. But 
Tcter [aid unto him , thy Money perifh with thee , hecaufe thou 
haft thought that the gift of God maybe purchafed with Money . 

Many read the Scriptures and are confounded, becaufe they 
Lek their own Glory, and not the Glory of him whereof 
they intreat i herein doth Satan rejoyce, that the Word of 
God is become anlnftrument unto him to fpoil the Life and 
State of Man to come, that with the fame Meat that God feed- 
eth, even with the felf-fame he confoundeth. 

Behold the Voice of the Angel Vriel adapted to thefe.laft 
and prefent Times: The World, faith he, is corrupted and 
become the open Shop of Satan to deceive the Merchants of 
the Earth with all Abominations*, but what are thePedlers 
of fuch Wares,or the Carriers abroad of Lies and falfe Doftrine. 
Do you think it is a fmall matter to tie the fence of God’s 
Scriptures and Myfteries unto the fence and fnatching of your 
imaginations*, do you count it nothing to fit in Judgment a- 
gainil the Spirit of God, leaving him no Place but at your 
limitation: Aiofes durftnot fpeak but from the Lords Mouth, 
the Prophets expounded not the Law but the Voice of the 
Lord, the Son of God fpake not his own Words in that he 
was Flefb, but the Words of hisFatherj hisDifciplestaught 
not but through the Holy Gholh 

Dare you therefore prefume to teach and open the Secret 
Chambers of the Higheft, are you not afiiamed to lead away 
where you cannot bring home j you will fay in reading the 
Scriptures you underftand^ but tell by what Spirit you un- 
derftand them, what Angel hath appeared t unto you, or of 
which of the Heavens have you been inftru&ed. 

Doft not thou underftand that the HolyGhoft is the School- 
matter of the Church, of the whole Flock and Congregation 
©f Chritt-, it followeth then that one Dottrine taught by the 
Holy Ghott, is a Leffon or an undtrftanding of a multitude, 

But 
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But what Multitude are of thine undemanding, or of what 
Congregrtion art thou j wilt thou fay thou artfcattered, thou 
fpeakeit falfely, thou art a runnagate, by what Ordinance 
are the Scriptures opened unto thee, which of the Fore-fa¬ 
thers hath tied Reafonto the Word of God,or the underftand- 
ing of the Scriptures to the Diicipline of the Heathen. They 
were partakers of the Heavenly Vifions and Ccrleftial Com¬ 
forts which did not teach unto .them a new Expofition of 
the Scriptures, but did confirm and give light unto the 
Myfteries of the Holy Qhoft fpoken by theApoftles, the 
Ground-layers and Founders of the Church. Therefore lay 
Reafon afide, and cleave unto the Church for the Church 
fake, leek to underftand God’s Word according to the Holy 
Spirit which we rnuft and fhall find in a vifible Church, 
even unto the End of the World. 

RejoyceOyou Sonsof Men, lift up your Hands unto Hea¬ 
ven, for the Secrets of God are opened, and his Word let 
out of Prifon *, the Spirit of Truth* and Undemanding is a- 
mongft you •, Rejoyce O you that are of the Sanftuary, for 
you lhall be full of Wifdom and UnderftandingRejoyce O 
thou Houfe of Jacob-, for thy Vifitation is beginning. The 
four Winds fhall gather thee together, and thou'fhalt build 
up the troden Wall. The Bridegroom fhall dwell with 
thee, and lo the l ord hath fworn, and wickednefs fhall not 
enter into,thee, neither fhall the Spirit of the Higheft go 
from thee*, and the Name of the Lord fhall be the Watch¬ 
man of thee O City, and thou fhalt live eternally. 

In thefe Doctrines, there is nothing taught but the State of 
the World here and to come, the Prophefies of Time, and 
knitting up of God’s Myfteries opened from Time to Time. 
The Prophets in their Times were not ignorant by Revela¬ 
tion, of the good will of their Creation. The Apoftles of 
Ghrift were made partakers of the Myfteries to come, of the 
State of Man’s Salvation, and ending of this Combat, The 
Church of God is always garnilhed and furnilhed with Spiri¬ 
tual Revelations, as a Mantion or Dwelling Place of the 
Holy Ghoft (to be a Bridle to Satan and thofe that would

Let this foffice, I have only one Thing 
more to fay leaft I ihould hurt an Innocent Perion, the Mi- 
nifter who is now our Lecturer, Mr. Wilfim is no ways con¬ 
cerned in what I have Wrote on thofe Affairs} he anfwers 
his Vocation, both as to his Preaching and Delivery, and gives 
general latisfaftion to his Hearers} that what I have delivered 
by my Labour, and the* Mercies of God, may have its de- 
fired Effeft to his Glorv, and the Spiritual Comfort of the 
Faithful, ftiall be the Prayer of

Oh how « 
hard a thing is it, for Flefh to continue in the 
Works of Juftice, wilt thou be well rewarded, 
why ftudieft thou not to do well, wouldeft thou 
be one of the Chofen, ftand ftiff and be content¬ 
ed with all Temptations*, doth the Devil per- 
fwade thee, arm thy feif againft him, is .thy 
Flefh ftiff-neckcd, fait and pray, it doth avoid 
Temptation*, be forry always, for in the World 
there is nothing to rejoyce at, let thy Garland 
be Godlinefs, thy Breaft plate Humility, and 
upon thy back wear Patience \ but as thefe things 
are placed in their Crofles, fo do the CrofTes al¬ 
ways follow them that wear them. Blefled are

But if the Matter agree not 
with the weaknefi of your Underftanding, and 
palpable blindnefs repine not, neither murmur: 
But pray, that you may have the Spirit of God 
to underftand, and that your Eyes may be open¬ 
ed, calt Pride away and be humble, for he that 
hath an humble Spirit knoweth much. 

The Counfels from above are perfeft becaufe 
they defcend, but the wrappings of Man’s Wits 
are unperfect Knots, hard to be put together, 
and harder to unlofe} therefore they are not, 
but thefe are oi God, and they are true. 

But lo the Temple was built, and the City 
flood, although the Work was left off for a 
while, that the Name of God might be magnifi¬ 
ed } fo (hall it be of this City, which the Lord 
hath fent down with his Finger, his unfearcha- 
ble and wonderful Truth, the Revelation and 
Law of Time to come, it fhall be built, it fhall 
flourifh, it (hall ftand, it (hall endure, it fhall 
be magnified, it fhall be fpoken of through all 
the World, and it fhall not ceafe. Behold the 
King of Kings hath allowed it, and the Love of 
Truth is great with him, what hath he to do 
with Kings, or wherein needeth he the Beauty 
of the Earth", whofoever therefore feeketh unto 
Truth fhall be exalted with God, which is King 
of Kings, and fhall be magnified before his 
Councilors, partaking of holy Wifi in that they 
are made Privy of the Counfel of God. Ho¬ 
nourable is the Eirth, that yoo draw the Plow 
upon for tne Lord followeth, and his Angels 
drive, and the Seed that is fown fhall be the be¬ 
ginning of Glory. 

O ye ftiff-necked People, why forfake yotl 
your Vifitation, or run aftrgv from the Faith 
you are driven in j do you make much of Lords 
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of the Earth# do you delight in her dfofs, that 
harlot Money } do you give Reverence to the 
King, and ftand you in fear to break his Laws } 
have you a greater Lord# then the Lord of Hea¬ 
ven and Earth, have you any Money or Jewels 
to be compared to his Grace} have you any Ho¬ 
nour oil Earth, that can ftand up againft the 
Crown of Heaven, wherewith God crowneth 
' thole that, are Vittors} have you any Love 
Tweeter then the pure fweet dew-like Comforts, 
the Voices of the Holy Angels} be mindful 
therefore, and be not Blind, confider your Vifi- 
tation ’and Call is ftom God. 

The end of all Flefti is at Hand, and the Sic¬ 
kle of the Higheft fhall reap down the Moun¬ 
tains'} the Valley fhall be without Fruit, and 
the Seed of Man fhall be accurfed} who is he 
that the Lord rejoyceth in, or on whom the 
Heavens look With merry Countenance, whole 
Feet are not a Burden to the Earth, and in 
Whom is the Force of the Soul comforted } who 
is he that fhall rejoyce in the Lord: Even he it 
is that goeth out of himfelf, and beholdeth him - 1 
felf faying} O thou Carkals thou art not a Se¬ 
pulchre for me, neither am I placed in thee for 
thine own Beauty. But that the Lord may be 
magnified, and his Creatures dignified} he it is 
that fhaketh off himfelf, and putteth on the Ar¬ 
mour of Affliction, praifing and extolling the 
Garland of thb God of Hofts, before the great 
Whore in defpite of her Congregation } he it is 
that forfaketh his own Will, to do the Will of 
him that created him} whofoever therefore doth 
his own Will, is the Servant of Perdition: But 
he that expefteth the Will of God is anointed. 

The outward face of Things fhall be changed# 
and the whole World fhall fay} lo here is the 
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Finger of the Higheft, read the Scriptures and 
judge. 

But here it may be (aid of me,, even from ' 
thefe Works \ how dare you prefume to teach, 
and .open the fectet Myfteries of the Higheft, 
being not called •, for he that teacheth, teacheth 
by Authority, being lawfully called to that Vo¬ 
cation : By what Spirit do you underftand them, 
wnat Angel hath appeared unto you, or of 
which of the Heavens nave you been inftrutted •, 
to which I Anfwer, that my Dignity is fuch, as 
will appear hereafter.

B Y the Adi fiance of Things revealed with 
thefe DoCtrines, and the Adi fiance of the 
Almighty j I have difclofed the Myfteries 
of the slpocalypfc , or the Revelation of St. John , 
and the Keys of them, from which thofe Myfte¬ 
ries will mod: plainly appear. I have gone thro* 
eVery Chapter, and almoft every Verfe fuccef- 
flVely as they are delivered \ many Authors have 
I riad on that Subjett, but none that truly un* 
derflood them, fome have hit nearly on fome 
Things, but in others are confounded, and niy 
f;lf obliged to nlake no ufe of their Writings;

What it is^ and by what Mediums obtained, with 
many occult and curious Things , both Divine 
and Moral. 


CHAP. 1. 

Of Wifdom and Knowledge. 

T Bat the Precepts, delivered in our firft Part, are a Ccd- 
leftion which I have gathered and fitted into proper 
Se&ions of Do&rines, is evident. I come now to de¬ 
liver the Mediums, by which I have by the Permiflion of the 
Almighty obtained Knowledge in fome Things, and in courfe 
Circumitances attending. 

Then firft, let us confider the Mediums by which Daniel 
3nd the three Children came to Knowledge, Wifdom, and 
the peculiar Mercies of God, which we find fpecified, Dan. 
I. 3, 4. And the King fpake unto Afhpenaz,tta Mafler of the Eu¬ 
nuchs, that jo fbould hr ing. certain of the Children of ifrael, anetof 
the Kings Seedy in whom was no blemljh, but well-favoured, and 
skilful in all Wifdom, and cunning in Knowledge, and under - 
fianding in Science , and fuch as had Ability in them-) and whom 
they might teach the Learnlm and Tongue of the Chaldeans. 
Whence is evident, the Qualifications for Knowledge and Un- 
aerftandmg. 

Now let us confider, w u ?t Wifdom and Knowledge is 
irorn the Words of Solopwnas % Preacher to initrutt tw in 
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the Way of Knowledge and Salvation; (hewing that th* 
Works of God are perfeft in all Things, and that there is a 
Coirfe and Order of (econd Caufes fore-ordained of God, ha¬ 
ving their Times and Events, and that Wifdom and Know- 
ltd is profitable, with the fear of God. 

Then [aid Solomon, I gave my Heart to feek and to fearch 
out by Wifdom., concerning all Thmgs that are done under He a* ' \ 

von *, therefore Travel hath God given to the Sons of Men , to 
be rxercifed therein: Confidcr the Work of God, for who can 
m ike that firelight , which he hath made croocked, all Things 
ccme alike ; to all there is one Eze t, to the Righteous and to the 
Wicked , there be juft Men, to whom it hapoeneth according to 
the Work of the Wicked-, and again there be wicked Men to 
whom it happeneth according to the Work if the Righteous ; for 
M n alfo knoweth not his Time, as the Fiftoes that are taken in 
an evil Net , and as the Birds that are caught in the Snare ; fo 
are the Sons of Men fnared in an evil Time, when it fa/lethfud- 
denly upon them, becaufi to every Purpofe there is Time and 
Judgment: Therefore tie Mlfcry of Man is great upon him , for 
he hioweth not that which ft)all bo, fir who can tell him when it i 
Jljall be\ the Race is not to the Swift-, nor the Battle to the 
Strong, neither yet Bread to the Wife, or yet Riches to Men of 
Vnderft ending, nor yet Favour to Men of Skill , but Time and 
Chance haopeneth to all • 

But all this I conddered in my Heart, that the Righteous , 
and the Wlje , and their Works are in the Hand of God ; and a 
wife Man s Heart difcerneth both Time and Judgment. ^ \ 

Then faid I Wifdom is better than Strength, and Wifdom is 
better than Weapons of War, and Wifdom ftrengtheneth the Wife 
more than ten mighty Men ; then / faw that Wifdom excelleth 
Folly, as far as Light excelleth Darknefs, the wife Mans Eyes 
If c his Head, but the Fool walketh in Darknefs *, who is as 
the wife Man, and who knowetlf the Interpretation of a Thing , 

0 Man s Wifdom maketh his Face to flsine: Wifd m is Good , 
and by it there is Profit , fir Wifdom is a Defence , and Monty 
is a Defence: But the Excellency of Knowledge , is that Wlf- 
domgiveth Life to them that have it, &c. 

This Wifdom have 1 feen alfo under the Sun,and it feemedgreat 
unto me \ there was a little City, and few Men within it, and 
tbcje fame a great King againft it, and befieged it , and built

great Bulwarks againfi it, now there was found in it a poor wife 
Alin, and he by his IVfdom delivered the City, yet no Man rc- 
membred the fame poor Man', the poor Man s Wifdom is defpi - 
fed, and his Words are not heard (this has been, and is now 
direEtly my Cafe, as will hereafter more plainly appear .) 

O the blindnefs of the Men of this World, that do always 
* refill the Truth, what care, coftand pains arefome Men at 
to purchafe their own Vexation, who after a Multitude of Po¬ 
litical and Academical Experience are not able to quefs right, 
or find out that which is near at Hand with what Care and 
Indultry, then ought we to purfae the Knowledge of thofe # 
Things, which’ are to be had at a cheaper Price, and are a 
better Guide} affording much Eale and Safety, and are not 
incredulous or ridiculous, tho* now To much in Derifion*, for 
by them we find Light in Darknefs, and view the great My- 
fteries of natural Caufes to afiift and teach Mankind: Be not 
therefore Mockers of the Mercies of God, let us not turn 
our back upon them, ieaft he turn his Hand againfi us : But 
let us blels, magnify, extol and praife the Lord in all the 
Works of his Hand, and let our Knowledge, Love, Obedi¬ 
ence, and Thankfgiving increafe, letting God always before 
us, holding fait the Faith of his Omnipotence and Omnipre¬ 
fence, The Creation is the Revelation of the Creator, God 
is feen in all his Works, and Things invilihle, invjfible 
Things, Times and Sealons are the witneffes of God,but Men 
regard not their Doftrine, nor receive their Teftimony} but 
the wife in Heart, that take pleafure in his Works, fearch 
and find them out, and underfland his 16 ving Kindnefs,.and 
the Means he hath appointed to help us. 

Now the chief and fupereminent Caufes, which operate 
and affeft Mankind with Calamities*, Wars, Peftilence, Fa- 
\ mine, Blood-lhed, Mutations, oc. are Twofold, Firfi, 
From cceleftial Radiation, Secondly, From elemental VU 
gour. 

The firfi: and coeleitial, three Caufes to be confidered are. 
Firfi, Whether for Sin, it come from God. Secondly, Qr 
from the Angels, as the Minilters of God’s Juftice, general¬ 
ly for Dcfert or for Reproof. * Thirdly, Or from the Souls 
of Men, as from the chief Life of the Body, whofe Infeft. 
on radically is by impiety and ungodiinels, 
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Thefe Three are to be removed by no other Means, imt 
by Prayer, Falling, Humiliation, Repentance, and Amend¬ 
ment of Life*, imploring God’s Mercy, forgivenefc and the 
Afnftance of his Grace, ufing diligently the Duties of Re¬ 
ligion in the Cnurch of thrift*, then will he in his infinite 
Mercies and Love, help or deliver us: For whofoever hath 
committed Sin, and is not reconciled fhall have the Reward 
of a Sinner, there is a double Reconciliation, the one is with 
(rod, the other with the Confcience. He that repenteth not 
of his Wickednefs, is not reconciled in Confcience*, whence 
it followeth, he cannot be reconciled with God, but muft be 
rewarded as he is*, and the Reward of Sin is to be aMent, or’ 
rather to be baniibed in this World from the Society of God, 
and his Angela 

So it falleth out to Regions, Countries, Cities, Kings and 
'.Subje&s, Authorities and their Officers, when they are e- 
ftranged with Abfence of their appointed and good Keepers. 
Therefore the Devil is moft with him, and neareft with 
them, for whom the Devil is Lord of, he ufeth as his Ser¬ 
vants*, and t where his Service may be greateft, there is he 
moft alledged*, his Subtilties are then principal and great, 
and the People eafily to be infefted, either with Envy, Ma¬ 
lice, Slander, or Difhonour of God’s Word. 

But Milery fnall not enter the Doors of him or then?, 
whom the Higheft hath magnified*, the World fhall not pre¬ 
vail againft them: Happy therefore are they which are co¬ 
vered with the Pearls of Righteoufnefs, and on whole Head 
there is a Garland of Godlinefs, for unto thofe belongeth to 
tafte of the Fountain of true Wifdorn. 

Now the fecond and elementual Caufes are., Firfl L , From 
the Stars coagitating and imbibing of Man’s Sperm,'and ajl * 
inferiour Things by vertue of their Rays call: out into the 
Air, effecting the Seeds of all natural Operations with bene¬ 
volence or impetuoufnefs. 

Secondly, Through the benevolence or implacability of 
Men’s Tempers, and Implication of Things, which are di¬ 
vers*, wherewith the Thing is and continueth, which in their 
Kinds are many and mutable. 

Thirdly , By Gonjun&ion and Mixture, which is the fccret 
* ~operty of Things, and draweth either with Benevolence or 
v;' Imps- 
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Imperiment, and Infeftion •, whence are effected alfo Afti- 
ons, Enterprizes, and Mutations amongft Men, from King 4 
dom to Kingdom, and from one Common-wealth to ano¬ 
ther. 

Thefe if we know how they are and live, and are joyned 
together in their Proportion # , and alfo when they exceed or 
are diminifhed, in that they are^ we fhall be able by Wit 
dom and Knowledge, to bring tiiem to their proper Ends, 
wherein they are ratified and rejoyce , for thefe are the 
Seeds and Foundations ^f all Natural Operations of Things, 
and amongft Men, without the knowledge of which none 
can be truly, skilful and wife, or know how truly to afiift 
and help in their Operations. 

The works of Wifdom are lecret, Until we a(cend on 
high, and all Wifclom is reckoned by the eternal Will, fmall 
are the Treafures of this World in refpeft of the Wifdonl 
that.judgeth Nature i for unto him that judgeth truly, what 
Secret is hidden. 

Now it is evident, both from Scripture and Experience* 
that God, in the Unity of the bieiied Trinity, has or¬ 
dained a threefold Species in the ordering and Government' 
of the World. Firft by his immediate Providence *, Second¬ 
ly Intelleftual, by Angels', and Thirdly, Coeleftial by the' 
Stars and Elements*, whereby he doth from himfelf con¬ 
vey the Virtues of his Omnipotency upon us. 

Firft) By his Providence, Deut. io. 17, i8< For the Lord 
your God is God of Gods, and Lord tf Lords, a great God i

CHAP. II. 

Of Coelefiial Knowledge and Predittions , from the Courfe of 
ftcond Confer 

I fhall now proceed to give fome Account of my own 
Lite and Proceedings in many Affairs*, but Perfons that 
attempt the knowledge of fecret Wifdom, not fitted by 
Nature and apt for fuch Knowledge, Will be deceived j 
neither is it obtained without Divine Meditation, devout 
Player and Pains, defigning all for good Ends and I^urpofes. 
To the Honour and Giorvof God, and the good of others 
in the eftablifhment of the true Church and Faith of Chrift j 
otherwife all humane Wildom is confounded by Gods Om¬ 
nipotence. ' 

Now then, That about the Year Anno 170;. amongft 
fome other Books I bought, fell into my hands, Mr. ilillys 
Introduction, upon which I made fome progrefs in that 
Science, purely to examine if there was any thing Valuable 
in if, I found by experience there wasfomething to be done 
by it, but not in general as common Pretenders Import \ fo 
that I profecuted the Study of the Genethlaical Part, and 
performed fome things, about the Year 1705. I paid a Vifit 
to the Reverend Mr. John FlamfteeJ, at the Royal Obferva- 
tory at Greenwich , to advile with hint about if, but he 
direftly endeavoured to perfwade me to lay afide that Study, 
laying there was nothing in it^ but I knew to the contrary, 
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However he took a liking to me, and {aid he found me to 
be an Ingenious Man, and that I might be much more fer- 
; vicable otherwife ', and that he would a {lift and inftrutft me 
11 in the Mathematicks and Aftronomy, and invited me to 

i come and fee him at my leifure for that purpofe, which I 

did, and ,by his Alfiftance improved my felfvery much, and 
became skilful in that Science, by which I made feveral 
valuable improvements in the other. 

1 And adapted all my Study that way, to penetrate tHe Gr- 
culation of Companies and Publick Affeirs: So that when in 
Company with Mr. Flamftead, I often difcourfed about it, 
but he ftill endeavoured to difcourage me, but to no Pur- 
pofe*, at laft he faid, give me fomething in Writing, and 

let me fee if you can give any Account of Things before 

they happen, upon which I prepar’d and delivered him a 
Journal of fome Things that I predicted for the Year 1706. 
and on the 6th of Feb. 1705-6. I fent another Copy for 
Prince George of Denmark , left for Secretary Burket at the 
* Admiralty Office, wherein I incerted. 

That it would be the only Year to penetrate the Bowels 
£ of France , and that great Victories might be obtained by the 

Allies that Year againft th etFrench‘, and that about the 15th. 
'( of May, a multitude of Misfortunes would attend them, that 

s their Enepiies would gain Advantage every where, that their 

Forces would be routed and deftroy’d, and forced from Place 
r to Place, always retreating, being not able to encounter their 

C Enemies ^ and if they did, always worfted and beaten, with 

continual Ioffes and defeats at Sea, and that fome capital 
r Towns would furrender with the Confent of the Governors. 

! ; Occurrences that happened fait able to my ’Judgment 

■May the 12th, The French Army entirely defeated at the 
of Ramelies in the Netherlands, and routed, a great 
Fart of their Forces deftroy’d, and continued retreating , being 
1; pH rjued feveral Daystheir Beet quitted Barcelona, and the 

■ bovernou'S capitulated and furrendered the Capital Towns in Bra* 
pant, Lovain, Mecklen, Bruffels, Antwerp,

That notwithftanding I allb affirmed, that this would not 
end the Affair of Spain , bnt that, that Affair would be deter¬ 
mined contrary to Expectation. 

\ | 

Occurrence* 

That at this Time, it was certainly cxpeEted that the Crown 
of Spain Jhould he gained by the Confederates for King Charles j 
hut contrary to that Expectation, it was at lad determined and 
allowed , that King Philip fhould enjoy it. 

I could incert here a Journal of the feveral Grcumftances 
attending this Spring, which I incerted with thefe Things, 
and the Times of their Operations and Occurrences fuitable 
to them. 

But that would be divulging Things, which I do not think 
fit to make Publick, and give others an Opportunity ro pe¬ 
netrate that Art, which I think to carry with me to ray 
Grave, which in its Purity perhaps the World never knew, 
or will know. * 

The beginning of the Year 1707. the Tranfport Fleet be¬ 
ing newly let Sail for Spain. Mr. Flamjiead in Dilcourfe 
with me, was of Opinion that the Confederates would do 
great Things in Spain that Campaign, by Reafcn of that ear¬ 
ly Provifion and difpatch of the Tranfports - , he asked niy O- 
pinion, but reflected dill upon my Art faying, there was 
nothing in it: My Anfwer was, that as he had olten oppofed 
me in thefe Things, and denied this Science ^ notwithftand¬ 
ing the Satisfaction I had given him, this Affair might decide 
the difpute betwixt him and me , Tor that notwithftanding 
the difpatch of the Tranfports, and other promifing Circurn- 
ftances in favour of the Confederates in the Affairs of Spain., 
the Confederates would be beaten in Spain., and that if they 
did not mifcarry there this Campaign, 1 Would argue no 
more for this Science ; therefore faid I, let this end the Dif¬ 
pute between you and me. •• 

Occur* 
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Thii Spring happened the Battle of Almanza, Valentia, and 
Sarragofia funrendred to the Duke of Orleance, Xativa alfo fur - 
Ei rendredy and was burnt by Order of King Philip, 
s That being now thorowly and well fatisfied what I could 

* do, and perform for the publick Good in this Science, with 
the Improvements I had made, but could make no Impref- 

• Son upon the Government,- to accept my Pains and Perfor¬ 
mances, being as i thought interrupted by the Clergy, Anno 
Ct 1708. I wrote a Letter tp one of our great Bifhops, im- 
i porting that I had made fu<;h Improvements in this Science, 
!i: that I was able to demonftrate, and prove both by Scripture 
and Experience a Courfe of lecond Caufes, fubordinate to 
i- God and appointed by him j and that many Things might 
fc be done, that might be of Importance to the Government} 
ij and that by Scripture, I could not find it was any were for¬ 
bid, but rather encouraged 5 and therefore if his Grace tho’t 
x -fit, I defired his Opinion, hieing not defirous to Practice any 
,, Science that they mould diflike, or could prove dffagreeable 
s: to the Chriftian Religion. 

3 But for want of Accefs, I: delivered the Letter to a certain 
great Doftor of Divinity, now a Bifhops which I knew to 
;j be intimate With his Grace, and faid I did not know, whe- 
j ther he might think fit to ,Ihew it to the Biftiop, however 
I defired he would infpeft it, and I would wait on him ano- 
5 ther Time for his Anfwer ■> and in about a Week I waited on 

* him again, he did not feem to own that he had taken any

Having had the 
favour to difeourfe with the Right Honourable the Earl 
Stanhope about the Longitude i I then took the opportunity 
to acquaint his Lordfhip that I had been a Proficient in Cae- 
leftiil Art and Knowledge, and fhewed his Lordfhip a Col¬ 
lation of the Precedent, and other things which I had per¬ 
formed in that Science, which his Lordfhip inlpeted and

couragement and Proteftion, but that I did not think fit to 
meddle with his Majefties Affairs without his Leave. 

After this I acquainted his Lordlhip by a Letter, that fome 
things that I had formerly confidered, might, in their Courfe 
and Time, effeft his Majefties Affairs, which I did not care 
to determine, without more due Confideration and 
Protectionj ,and that it feemed apparent to me, that Enter- 
priles might in a fhort time be undertaken, that probably 
might .be of concern to his Majefty, and his Government j 
that I was Cautious *'hatl wrote of thofe things - , not know¬ 
ing how it might be taken, but that I might be ferviceable, 
and its like make fuch Dilcoveriss,whence would appear things 
proper to be undertaken or evaded for the fafety of his Ma¬ 
jefty and his Government. Then I had the favour to fpeak 
to his Lbrdlhip, and he laid I might give him lome thing in 
writing of thofe things, and that I had leave to do it.

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has done, and has been attended with an extraordinary Series 
of very eminent Things in the Courfe of Second Caufes, 
which has, according to Time and Circumftances, produced 
thofe great Exploits of this Prince. He Teems to be a Perloa 
Profound and Serious, of no light or jefting behaviour. Con¬ 
stant and Refolutein his Aftions j a little Subject to appear 
in different Shapes when occafion ferves^ yet with Subtilty 
to clear himfelf, and lay the blame on others. 

The Courfe of Second Caufes gives him great Honour and 
Glory, ana excites him to all Laudable and Martial Exer- 
ciles, makes him converlant in Military Affairs, and to de¬ 
light in War, with many excellent Inventions*, fpurs him 
up to Gallantry, and makes him Valliant, gives him a good 
Name, health of Body, Profperity of Fortune, arid Ciedic 
in the World, and the diftruftion of his Enemies, Martial 
Honour and the Glory of Armies, but danger of being kill’d 
in the Field, and concerns him in many Strifes, Controverlies 
and.Contentions with Great Perfons*, yet elevates him in all 
his Aftions with Honour, Glory, and an Eternal Name, with 
the Favour and Efteent of Churchmen, and augments his 
Honour with the Glory of his own Aftions and Enter- 
prifes.

pened are revealed, Gen. 31. 11. And the Angel of the Lord 7 
jpeak frato me in a Dream. Dan. 2. 19. Then was the Secret 
revealed to Daniel in a Night Tifion. Acts 10- 2, 3. A devout 
Jlfan , and one that feared God , he faw in a Tijim evidently , 
about the ninth Hour of the Day , an Angel of God.

That^having appHed my felf for fome Years in the Con 
temptation °t the Heavens, and made very great Improve- 
thlt Science, which leads to true Wifdom in the 
Knowledge ynd Events of fecond Caufes, and performing nn- 
ny valuable Things that Way, but meeting with no Encou 
tagement: I applied my felf to the Study of Ajtr<fno my and 
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Navigation with very great Succefs, and made (everal valua¬ 
ble Improvements, certified by the Reverend Mr. John Flam - 
fteedy Dr. Edmund Hally and otjhers, but could obtain no 
Encouragement or Preferment, whence I reduced my felf 
and Family to extream Poverty and Hardfhips^ and being in 
great Perplexity fometime before Chriflmafsj Anno 1710. 

An Angel appeared to me in a Dream of a moft admirable 
beautiful and delightful Countenance and Behaviour, with a 
childifh innocent Complexion, the Cheeks Audit with Red,

It firft informed'me, that it was an Angel fent from God 
to inform me, and directed me to inquire of him about fuch 
Things I defired to know, and they fiiould be revealed to 
me.

Another Time, 

Tn a Dream or Vifion, I feemed to be condufted by fome 
Spiritual Company to View the State of lome in Hell, I was 
firft conducted to a Place where was feveral Companies of 
miferable wretches as it were at Gaming, others Drinking, 
Reveling and fuch like fenfual Extravagencies} and at 
certain Times taken from thofe obfeure Places, to a Place 
of Punifhment, where I faw them tormented by the Devils, 
and then confined again to the fame exercifes in which they 
fpent their Time and offended againft God in their ‘Life¬ 
time, and were, at the great Day, to be brought to Judg¬ 
ment.

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At Another 'Time . 

I was Conduced to view the State of filch as died, as 
it were in a middle common State, and thele Teemed as it 
were Thut up in an Apartment where their Spirits re¬ 
gained much the fame Knowledge and Society with each 
other as in their Life-time, rnd affumed the fame bodily 
Form, and Habit as when in the Body, but knew not 
what their Eternal State would be till the Day of Judg¬ 
ment. 


Having a Kinfman with whom I kept a Friendly Cor- 
refpondency for many years, until he grew Antient} he 
had often promifed, that when he died he fhould leave me 
and my Family fomething worth accepting, and accordingly 
made a Will and left me and the Perfon with whom he 
dwelt, his Executors*, but fome time before his Death, they 
prevailed upon him to make a New Will, wherein I vas 
left out, and only fome Legacies left to me and my Family, 
and the other Perfons made Executors only, without my 
knowledge before his Death, upon which I was much diiturbed 
at this unkindnefs, and ftrongly imagined that I fhould fee 
him in a Vifion, to reconcile this Affair, being my felf apt 
for fuch Things, I knew him to be a very honeft harm- 
left and virteous Perfon. Accordinglv, in a little Time he

I came acquainted with one who, 
ftudied Magick and the Philofophers Elixer, he carried me 
to one who had fome Magical Papers to difpofe of, I bought 
them ; , as to unclean Magick I always abhored the thoughts 
of it, and am very well allured who ever praftifes it incurs 
their own Damnation, unlefs they leave it off and Repent, 
neither do l allow of the Practice of any Magick at all, I 
muft own in Divine Magick I made fome Collections, and 
compofed fome adjurations, but never ufed any with EfFeCt, 
I ufed fome Means for apparent Converfe with the Angels,

This is the External Center of the Soul, happy therefore is he 
that is partaker with him that is his Keeper *, by this we know 
when we fall and wh n roe rife again, when the Soul is polluted, 
and when dignified in the prefence of God', the nature of our 
Mifcarriages, and how to recover our Selves: The Soul may 
be in a good Condition one day, and polluted anothervarious 
are the Cireumfianees of out Spiritual State, and Miraculous 
is the care of God towards thofe that are vis Chofenand 
wonderful are the ways that he hath prepared for them . Hap¬ 
py therefore are they that Whtch and Pray, that when they fall 
recover thcmfclves again by Repentance and true Contrition of 
Heart, and Perfeverenct to the End . 

Being in Bed in the Country, I awaked before Sun Rifing 
with heavenly Raptures, and knowing the Angel Michael a- 
dapted to the Time, I invocated for fome apparent Vifion of 
tfiat Angel, turning my felf to my Pillow with a vigorous 
defire, I immediately was in a fort of Repofe, and forthwith 
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faw a Vifion of the appearance of the Angel Michael, with 
c another Angel (one of my Gardian Ansel) clofe joyned to 
him in a fort of loofe Hying Garments, and in all Part* 
very Neat and Beautiful. 

u Having read fome pious Meditations and Ejaculations, I 
% became heavenly inclined, and perform'd my Evening Devo- 
• lions with much Satisfaction *, and invocated God, that Ga- 
, !ii briel adapted to that Time, or my good Angel Gardian, or 
? fome other good Angel might vifit and adminifter to me by 
v Dream and Vifion,. to inform and inftruft me as foon as I 
" was in Bed*, 1 perceived fome fpiritual Pretence by certain 
£ Symptoms: I then ordered ail my Family to Bed, that all 
Things* might be quiet, and then took to my Repofe, and 
was forthwith faluted by the Angel Gabriel, he teemed to ap- 
pear in a thin wight Garment, his upper Parts naked, in the 
Form of a Man about 50. with a pale wight Countenance, 
and a fhort comely wight Beard, and prtfently inibrufted 

- me not to defile my felf with Luft or Vice, to live foberly, 
ii‘ and refrain Drinking and Tipling, for that would hinder me 
A of the Society of the good Angels. I teemed to ask, if he 

- was that good Angel that fome Years fince aid vifit, and 
Jt fo eminently inform me, he faid, he was not} I then 

asked the Name'of my good Gardian Angel, the Letters of 
a the Name appeared to me, he faid, my good Angel was a- 
b broad upon other Occafions, and would vifit me in about a 
d Week, and that I had two good Angels Belonging to me*, I 
then awaked, but immediately endeavoured for another Re¬ 
tt pofe, defiring more of his Society, which forthwith I obtain- 
"$ ed, and was again embraced by the fame Angel Gabriel > and 
k defired -to know the Name of my other good Angel, both 
i Names appeared to me in Letters, 1 I imagined, that 1 was a- 
v bout to write them, but awaked. 

i » I could not keep iiiy telf fo reterved the Week following as 
j I defigned, however the Sunday Night follow ing in a Dream, 
the appearance of a fpiritual Creature juil teemed to telute 
:j me, and forthwith difaopeared. 

1 I faw in a Dream, tlie appearance of a very comely Perfon, 

I who talked with me, and inftrufted me, faying, walk cir- 
s cumfpeftly and diligently, and take heed to all your Ways, 
i Redeeming the Time, becaufe the Days are evil? and drink not 
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to excefs, pray often and fervently, for that will bring yon 
Peace and Quietnels. 

In a D'eam, after many Difficulties, troublefome Journies, 
and Circtimllanccs in the World, I feemed to be in the Pre¬ 
fence of our Lord, who was reprefented to 'me as a pure Vir¬ 
gin, in all refpefts innocent without Spot or Blemiib, in 
fltraight (lender Habit, a pleated Garment, girt dofe about 
him - , we feemed mutually to embrace each other, I clafped 
him in my Arms with all the Love and Joy f could, XSrc. 

In A*?, uft 1718. to*the beft of my Memory* being at work 
in the Country, I took up my Lodging in a lone. Houle* a- 
bout half a Mile diftant from any other, and being newly in 
Bed, I b^gan to think my felf lonefome, and forthwith a 
(leep or a-wake, I could hardly difcover my Gardian Angel 
f-em’d to be dofe at my back in the Bed with its Arms over 
me:, l feemed to take hold on its Hand, and fo fell into 
fome Difcourfe, I think at this Time, or within few Days 
of it, I find it minuted down, but not the Time * however I 
was informed, that altho’ God had not granted me Wifdoin 
and Knowledge, by the vifible Prefence and Adminiftration of 
theblefled Angels, yet he had give me to underftand the Courfe 
of fecond Caufts, and to penetrate them by Art} andalfodid 
inform me bvi Dreams and Vifions* and by this means give me 
to fore-know and underftand Things in fuch rtieafure* as he 
had done by other means to others'} and that I fhould be con¬ 
tent to receive the Mercies and Gifts of God in thofe ways, 
which he is pieafed to beftow them upon me, and in fuch 
meafure as he fhall think fit I feemed to ask, wheat fhould 
fee and in joy the Pre fence of God, and was anfwered, as I 
think that in about feven Weeks* I fhould fee and behold the 
Pretence of God. , 

Sunday , Odob. the 5th. 1718. I was then in the Country 
at the laid private Retirement, after Dinner I retired to my 
private Apartment, and fpent one Hour in my private Devo-* 
tions with much Satisfaction, and then about naif .an Hour 
paft Two in the Afternoon, I lay down for a little Repofe, 
and was forthwith informed, that Philofophers that have af¬ 
firmed, that the \Vorld hath a Soul, and that the original 
Vertoe and Vigour of all inferiour Things, do depend on 
the Soul of the World, have erred} for that the Soul of the 
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World is God, and that God is in ajl Places, and lllir.ni* 
nates all Things by his Prefence, which 1 beheld in the Hea¬ 
vens in a certain Form, from whofe Prefence proceeded 
rays, which was prefent in all Parts of the World at one 
initant, beholding and illuminating all Things at one view, 
which appeared vifible to me with all Caves, and ohfcure Pla¬ 
ces in the Bowels of the Earth, even unto its Center, all ap¬ 
parently at one inftant in the Prefence of God, and he pre-r 
lent in all Things, and all Places. 

• That being in great trouble and perplexity about my mun¬ 
dane Affairs, almoft all Things turned retrograde upon me, 
Lofles and Crolfes abounded, moft Things milcarried with 
me, and fbme of my Servants generally doing me dome Mil* 
chief,and infultingme*, I knew that I lay under very turbulent 
and diladvantagious fecond Caufes in Nature, and a Series of 
them. Yet under all thefe-Calamities and Troubles, 1 iiili 
adored my God, and my Jefus:, whofe Providence flill pre<- 
ferved me from all evident Mifchief, either to my Self, Fa¬ 
mily, or Reputation: I conftantly implored my God, and 
my Jefus to deliver me, and cafe me of my Trouble, and re** 
move the Burden that lay fo hard upon at length on a 
Sunday Morning in Bed, adoring our Lord, 1 fell into a (lum¬ 
ber. 

, And feemed to be vifired by one, who faid, that Chrift 
was coming to vifit me, I feemed to (ay, I wiihedit was fo, 
that I might adore his Prefence, the Meffenger feemed forth¬ 
with to conduft me to an Apartment were Chrilt came, and 
appeared to me in a full, large and compieat Stature, .his 
Gcfture very meek and penfive, fhewing fome concern for 
my Troubles, and the Difficulties I then lay under^ 1 feemed 
to pray, that he would be pleafed to admit me to {hew 
fome Tokens of my Love and Zeal for him, whereupon he 
forthwith put out both his Hands to me, and I took ho d on 
them, andfo we feemed to (land with each of his Hands in 
each of my Hands, and! feemed to claple them with Zeal, 
JLove, Vehemency and Rapture,, which he permitted me to 
do, and feemed to Difcourfe with me about fome Things: I 
prayed, that Ire would remove thole Caufes in Nature, which 
at that Time were fo grievous and troublefome to me*, to 
which he replied, that he could not do it (it Lemed inconfi.- 
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(lent wbh the Courfe and Order of Things to be done) I 
feemed diftinftly to view his Stature and Prefence, which 
feemed fomething Large, his Hands which I had hold of 
comely and compkat, his Countenance meek and lowly and 
of a jovial Form, the Hair of his Head and Face of a dark 
Chefnut colour, and his Garment’ of a mixed greenifh and 
brown Colour *, and in this nwnrter admiring his Prefence I 
awaked, -which appeared unto me much like his Picture, 
which I have feen curioufly drawn. 

Now here we are to confider, that Chrift appeared as it 
were in his Humanity, and that in his God-head was before 
from the beginning determined in him*, the due and proper 
Order, juft Caufe and Determination of all Things, which 
Law and Things have their Courfe co-eflential both in Hea¬ 
ven and Earth to the ends of God’s Progreflion^ and that 
thefe Caufes in Nature are not to be removed, but mitigated 
by Prayer and Humiliation. 

That having begun this Impreftion, and confidering the 
Promifes fome Doubts arofe to my felf about them, tho’ I 
was well fatisfied in them before*, but finding my felf in a 
good Condition of Mind, I invocated God at my Evening De¬ 
votion, to inform me by Vifion concerning thefe Works, if 
they were truly from God, and if I fhould go forward to 
publifh them, and that l might not by any means do any 
thing that fhould offend God, and that he would be graciouf- 
ly pleafed to grant me fpiritual Aftiftance and Information^ 

I awaked fometimes in the Night, and in my Dreams had 
been very corwerfant, correcting and gathering Writings, 
Collations and Manuscripts, and feparating the purer Parts 
and Parcels from other Things, which I feemed to do with 
Succefs and Approbation *, and about Sun-rife in the Morning 
being Sabbath day I awaked, and meditating onThefe Things, 

I earneftiy prayed to God, that l.might x receive fatisfa&ory 
Information, I then fell into a Slumber, and then feemed 
forthwith to be converfant with fome great and fuperiour fpi¬ 
ritual Prefence, and by fome innate Property it feemed ap¬ 
parent unto me, that chofe Thing; were delivered by good 
Angels, and a Voice feemed to anfwer me in an auftere 
Manner, as from that incomprehenfible and incomparable 
Form m which God is reprefcnted in .my Prayers faying, to 
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this Effect, Why do you Queftion thefe Things? What, 
were thofe I fent to deliver them (which I apprehended to, 
be good Angels fent from God) and then I awaked throughly 
(atisfied. 


CHAP. IV. 

bf the Church Militant , as it now ftandsi 

T HAT upon certain Occafions, confTdering the prefent 
State of the Church, and the Difcipline of fome of 
our inferiour Clergy, I applied my felf to God, and 
by earneft Prayer invocated for Information and Satisfaction 
by fpiritual Affiftance, towards Midnight I awaked, and in 
nay Dreams had been much concerned in Pa (Pages on a River 
of running Water reprefented by the Thames Weft ward were 
we met with fome Precipacies, but at length landed at a cer¬ 
tain Place, were I feemed to meet with an old Servant, who 
faid he would leave all his prefent Affairs to conduct me 
Home*, when our Bufinefs was done, we then feemed to be 
walking up-land to the Seat of a certain Princfe, to deliver a 
Meffage on fome extraordinary Affair, and then I awaked. 

And confiiering the Circumftances of this Vifion, l could 
pot apprehend it was of any Satisfaftion to me, as to what 
I fought for} whereupon it was inftantly intimated to me, 
by fome innate Property, that I fhould meet with fbmething 
fliuch more to my Satisfaftion about Three or Four a Clock, 
in the Morning: I then confidered this Vifion, and feemed to 
apprehend, that this Vifion of palling through a River of 
running Water, and thofe Paffages was to cleanfe and purifie 
my Spirit, for the Reception of what was to follow. 

J Accordingly about Three or Four a Clock I awaked again, 
and in a Vifion was vifited as it were by a comely Matron} 
and fhe laid, that God had fent me feven, fweet and beauti¬ 
ful Babes at one Birth, and that I fhould go with her and 
view them, fhe feemed to conduit me into an Apartment 
Were they were, and (hewed me them, which feemed to be 
moft beautiful Creatures, fome in fwadling Clothes, and o- 
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tliers in a Cradle} and ihe faid to me, take Care, Nurture, 
and bring up thele Babes. . 

And being awake, I confidered this Vifion with much Sa- 
tisfadion, and at laft Teemed to apprehend, that this Alan on 
re prefer, red the Holy Spirit, and the feven Babes, the fpiri- 
tual Gifts or Degrees of fpiritual Wifdom, viz,, of WiTdom, 
Underftanding, Council, Strength, Knowledge, and the fear 
and love of God. 

And whiift I was Hill confidering thefe Things, it was im¬ 
mediately inftigated to me by fome innate Property, as fol¬ 
lows. 


Refponfe. 

Behold the Church Militant is the Vineyard and Garden of 
ihe lord, in this Vineyard are feyeral Indofures fl think Se¬ 
ven) fome have better Soil then others, and one better than 
all the reft. 

But lo, many of the Husbafidmen are flothful and idle, 
they take not Pains to manure and dig deep, that’the Vines 
may have Root fufficient to bring forth good Fruit} the 
Roots are fmall, the Vines have little Sap, the Grapes are 
lower and fhiivled, many of the Husbandmen live voluptu- 
oully, and are proud} the Ground is incommoded with 
Weeds, and the pure Fruit corrupted. 

Therefore the Slothful, the Idle and inefficient Husband¬ 
men muft be turned out (not to be deftitute, but to be pro¬ 
vided for according to their Ability) and their Vineyards 
mult be given to others, they muft have Over-feers and 
Task-mafters let over them, and be brought under another 
Difcipiine} and the Garden muft be weeded, that the pure 
Fruit may fiourifh and abound, and the Hocks feed with 
better Fruit. 

Then lhall thofe Hedges and Indofures be broke down, 
and we fnall become one Vineyard, and one Flock, under 
one Shepherd, even the l.ord 'Jefus Chrift} to whom belongs 
ail Power, ft lory and Honour, for his is the true Body of 
the Church, and is Life Eternal. 

Happy are thofe that lhall fee thefe Days, for then lhall 
be Peave upon Larth,and twice happy lhall be that Frince that 
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fits upon the Throne, and thofe that fliall bring this Work 
to pafs, fer the Lord God will fupport them againft thofe 
that lhall oppofe it. 

Expofition of this Refporfe. 

Behold , the Church Militant is the Vineyard and Garden of 
the Lord , in this Vineyard are feven inclofuers , fame have better 
Soyle than ethers, and one better than all the reft. Confider that 
with thefe Things I had alfo an innate Ideajof the intent and 
meaning of them. 

By the Church Militant is fignified the whole Church,and 
Company of the Faithful throughout the World*, the'feven 
Inclofuersreprefentsthe fevcral different Opinions and Com¬ 
munities of Chriflians, and that with the better Soil, Repre¬ 
fents our National Church} built upon the beft Conftitution 
and Difcipline in the whole World. 

But lo , many of the Husbandmen are Slothful and Idle , they 
*. take no Bains to Manure and dig deep >, that the Fines may have 
R°°t fujficient to bring forth good Fruit . 

• c The (lothful and idle Husbandmen, are thofe Pallors 
which take not Pains to know the Truth and Efficacy of their 
Religion and Spiritual Things} and are therefore, neither 
, able nor induftrious to teach them to their Congregations. 
* By the Roots, is meant true Knowledge and Underltanding 
k 1 in the Myfteriesof the Scriptures and Spiritual Things. 

- / The Roots are finally the Fines have little Sap y the Grapes 
r are lower and Jhrisjeled . 

That is the Knowledge andUnderflanding of many of our 
inferiour Clergy is meant,and therefore does not penetrate with 
t its defired Effett *,for by the Sap and Vines is meant the growth 
and progreffion of the true Chriflian Reformed Religion} 
f and by the Grapes, the Word preached. By the Sower, and 
$ fhrifled Grapes, the unfound and infiped Do&rine preached 
ft by fome of our Clergy, and the many miftakes, blunders and 
if* reflections in Party Things which they utter from the Pul¬ 
pit in Expounding the Scriptures, 
i" Many of the Husbandmen live Foluptoufly , and are Troud y 
and feed their Flocks but meanly } the Ground is inco?nmoded 
i with I feeds, and the pure Fruit corrupted • ' - 
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That is, they are devoted to pleafe them (elves and their 
fenfual Appetites with fuperfiuous living, and other Concu- 
phcence, indulging and dulling their Sences, which renders 
them uncapable of being acquainted with Divine Things, 
and fpirituil Illuminations, to penetrate and teach the true 
Myfteries of Godlinefs*, and that Religion they profelsin the . 
true Dottrines of the Scriptures, Chrift and his Apoftles, 
and the true Difcipline of our holy Church. And are only 
boy’dup with an empty conceit of their (Jniverfity Learning, 
and Orthodox Divinity, as they call if, and defpife all Sa¬ 
cred and Myftical Truths delivered by others, accufing them 
with Enthufifme and Errour*, inveighing molt grievious and • 
bitter Sentences againft them. And by the Weeds is meant 
tliofe Allegories, Metaphors and Hyperboles two frequently 
ufed by many, inverting, and perverting the true and’Ample 
meaning of the Scriptures, into what Shape aad Form they 
pleafe:, whereby the Truth isfoften prejudiced or (trained 
beyond its Bounds, and run into lengths beyond their un¬ 
demanding^ and many of weak ability, advance, in their 1 
Pulpit, their own Doftrines and Sentiments of Things, with- | 
out Expounding the Scriptures, or bringing any Scripture 1 
Proofs to prove their Aflertions; how many Sermons have 
I heard when the Preacher has not once underftood the 
Text he preached from, and the Truth more prejudiced and 
called in queftion by a weak and feeble Defence, than by the 
ftrongeft Oppofrtion. Therefore we might (ay with a great i 
Doftor i that fome Men might do their Country better Ser¬ 
vice at the Plow, than in the Pulpit. 

Therefore the Jlothful , the idle and the infufpeent Husband¬ 
men ought to be turned out , (I do not fay, to be deftitute, but 
provided for according to their ability) and their Fine ard 
given to others , qualified for the Performance and Difcharge 
of, that Truft that is repofed in them*, which is no lefs than 
to take care of the Souls of their Flocks and Congregations, \ 
and to Vifit and Teach the Inhabitants of their ‘Parifhes the I 
true Path-way to Eternal Life and Happinefs. Therefore 1 
p)mild they have Overfeers and Task-mafters fet over them y to 
examine and fee that they difcharge that great Trult re- 
pofed in them *, and upon juft and due Complaint of the 
Heads and Overfeers of Parilhes, to be Cited, either to do 
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their Duties, or be difdjlrged from that Office, and by this 
Means be brought under the true Difcfllne oj our National 
Church , as by our Lavas is Eftabli/Lcd. 

Now let us take a fliort view of thofe Laws, what they 
are, and thereby let Judgment be given*, that we may be 
determined by them. 


C Id A P. VI. Of the 31 ft. cf Elizabeth. 

T H A T, Whereas, by the intent of the Founders of Col-* 
leges, Churches, Collegiate Churches, Cathedrals, 

Schools, Hofpitals, Halls, and other like Societies within 

this Realm, and by the Statutesand good Orders of the lame* 
the Eledions, Prefentations and Nominations of Fel¬ 
lows, Sciiollars, Officers and other Perlons to have Room 
or Place in the fame, are to be had and made of the fitteft 
and moft meet Perfons being capable of the fame Eledions* 
Ilrefen tations and Nominations, Freely without any Reward’ 
Gift, or thing given or taken for the lame3 and for true 
performance whereof fome Electors, Prefentors and Nomi¬ 
nators in the fame, have or flionld take a Corporal Oath 
to make their Eledions, Prefentations and Nominations ac¬ 
cordingly. Yet notwithftanding, it is feen and found by Ex¬ 
perience 3 that the laid Eledions, Preferments and Nomi¬ 
nations, be many times wrought, and brought to Pafs with 
Money, Gifts aod Rewards \ whereby the fitteft Perfons to 
be Eleded, Prefented or Nominated, wanting Money or 
Friends, are feldom or not at all Preferred, contrary to the 
good meaning of thefaid Founders, and the faidgood Statutes 
and Ordinances of the laid Colledges Churches, Schools, 
Halls, Hofpitals and Societies, and to the great prejudice 

of Learning and the Common-wealth, and Eilate of the 
Realm. 

For remedy whereof, be it Enaded, by the Queens moft 
excellent Majefty, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons in this prefent Parliament aiTembled, and by the 
Authority of the fame. 

That 
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That, if any Perfon, or Perfons having Election or Voice 
in the Nomination or Choice of any Perfon to have Place in 
any Church, College, School, Hofpital, Hall or other So¬ 
ciety, lhall rake any Reward direftly or indirectly, or an/ 
Promife or Affurance thereof, direCtly or indirectly for fuch 
t* ir Election or Voice-, that then fuch Place fhall be Void, 
and that then fuch Perfons as hath Power to difpofe thereof, 
may difpofeof the fame, as if the Perfon before EleCted ’or 
Appointed were actually Dead. 

That at every Election, this Statute,and theStatutesof the 
Society which concern Elections fhall be read. 

That if any Perfon or Perfons, Bodies Politick and Corpo¬ 
rate, for any Reward, or affurance thereof, direCtly or in¬ 
directly, take, or by reafon of any Promife, Agreement, Grant, 
Bond, Covenant or other Affurance, do Prefent or Collate 
any Perfon to any Benefice with Cure of Souls, Dignity, 
Prebend or Living Ecclefiaftial, or give or bellow the fame for 
any corrupt Confederation, every fuch Prefentation, Invefture 
and Induction thereupon fhall be voidj and from thenceforth the 
Qa 'cn, her Heirs and Succeffors, may Prefent or Collate 
tnereunto, or give or beftow the fame for one Turn only, 
and that whoever fhall give or take fuch Reward, or make 7 
fuch AfTiirance fhall forfeit the double Value of one years 
Profit of fuch Spiritual Promotion, and the perfon taking 
fuch Promotion fnall be difabled in Law to enjoy the fame. 

All which Forfeitures fhall be divided betwixt the Queen, 
her Heirs and SuccelTors and, the Profecutor, to be fued for 
in any of her Majefties Courts of Record in which no E£ 
foine, Protection, Priviledge or Wager of Law fhall be ad¬ 
mitted or allowed. 

In Cannon the 40th. of our Church, it is faid, To avoid 
the deteflable Sin of Simony, becaufe buying and felling of 
Spiritual and Ecclefiaflical Functions, Offices, Promotions, 
Dignities and Livings is execrable before Gftd, therefore the 
Arch Biffiops, &c . fhall, before every Admiffion, &c . Mi- 
nifter to every Perfon to be admitted, this Oath in Manner 
and Form following. 

In JV. do fwear, That I have made no Symoniacal Payment , 
Contrail or Promlje , direElly or indirectly by my felf\ or by any 
other to my Knowledge , or with my Confent to any Perfon or Per ■» 
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fons whatfoever , for or concerning procuring, and obtaining of this 
Ecclefutflical Dignity, Place, Preferment, Office, or Living (re- 
fpeftively and particularly naming the fame, whereunto he is 
to be admitted, inftituted, collated, installed, or confirmed) 
nor will at any Time hereafter, perform cr fit is fie ary fuch kind 
of Payment, Contract, or Prcmife made by any other, without 
my Knowlbdge, cr Confent. So help me Gca through fiJus 
Chrifl. 

Canon 41. That a Minifter fhall-have under him in the Be¬ 
nefice, where he doth not refide, a Preacher lawfully allow¬ 
ed, that is able fufficiently to teach and inftruft the People. 

Canon 47. Every beneficed Man (hall caufe his Cure to 
be fupplied by a Curate, that is a fuffident and licenfed 
Preacher. 

Canon 48. No Curate or Minifter flu. 11 be permitted to 
'ferve in any Place, without Examination and Admifiion of 
the Bifhop of the Diocefs, or Ordinary of the Place, having 
Epifcopal Jurifditflion. Nor any ferve more than one Church 
or Chappel upon one Day. 

Now w t have colie&ed thefe good Laws and Orders of 
our Church, that they may be applied as Occafion offers* 
and that thofe intrufted with the Difpenfttion of them, might 
apply them to their proper Ends, that they may be ratified 
and rejovce*, and our Churches fupplied with fit and able 
Men, qualified with Underftanding, Principels, Earneftnds 
and Zeal for the Performance and Difchargeof their Function 
and Office*, that this Garden may be weeded, and feed from 
.till, ignorant, infiped,'and unintelligible Preachers: That 
the pure Fruit of found Dcftrine may fiounfh ana abound, 
and the Flocks feed with better Fruit. 

Then fisall thefe Hedges and Inclofures be broke down, and rve 
fall become one Vineyard, and one Shecpfcld, and be one Flock 
under one Shepherd, even the Lord Jcjits Chrifl . 

What is this but a Prophefie of theft latter Times, where¬ 
in God hath determined to reduce all Chriftian ProfefFons 
into one, and hath chofon our National Church, and its Or¬ 
ders, Difcipline and Doctrines, reduced to their Primitive 
Purity to be a Foundation, w r hereon to build all the reft^- 
that thefe Inclofures, that is different Seels in Religion may 
be taken away, and our Church extend it feif over the whole 
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Vineyard of the Lord, that all other Perfwafion< may come 
into us, and joyn with us; then {hall we dwell in one Cerl- 
ter, and the Fruit of Paradice fhall appear, that nothing may 
be on fcarth without Comfort, for the firft fhall be laft, and 
it fhall he a Kingdom without Corruption 3 and this Church 
of Chrift fhall be that beloved City, protefted by the Power 
of God from its Enemies, Rev . 20.9. And they went up on the 
breadth of the Earth, and compared the Camp of the Saints a- 
bout , and the beloved City: And Fire came down from God out 
of Heaven , and devoured them. 

H<?nce it is evident, that the true intent and meaning of 
thefe good Statutes, Ordinances, Conftitutions, and Canons, 
were conftrufted and made, that the fitteft and ablert Aden 
fhould be preferr’d to Benefices in the Church, that Curates 
Artiitant to them fhould likewife be fit and able Men, and 
difeharge that Truft rcpoLd in them*, and that Ecclefiartic-al 
Promotions fhould by no means be purchafed, or obtained 
with Money or Reward:, yet notwithftanding, thefe Things 
are not generally complied with, is it not a complaint of fe- 
veral Pari flies, that the Reftors feldom preach to their Pari- 
ft i oners, that they appoint mean and indifferent Per (on s to 
officiate for them, that Parifliioners and others receive but lit¬ 
tle Benefit by their Preaching, and that unlefs, thefe Things 
be forthwith redrefied, our Holy Church may dwindle by 
Degrees into a ftupid Carelefnefs in Religion. * 

That for Example, I come now to relate fome Paflages 
from the Parift where I now live in, and am a Pariftioner. 

That this was by Aft of -Parliament made a diftinft Pa- 
rift of it felf about 1691. within the Diocefs of the Biftop of 
London , and a*Reftor appointed to take Care of the Souls of 
the Inhabitants of the laid Parift, and the {aid Parifh to raife 
for the Maintenance of fuch Reftor 130 Pounds per Annum , 
by an indifferent Pound Rate, not exceeding Six Pence in 
the Pound, to be confirmed by two Jurtices, or the Biftop 
of London *, and that the Advowfon and Patronage of the faid 
Parift Church be inverted in fuch Per(bns, who rightfully is, 
are, or ought to be feized and poffeffed of the Advowfon of 
White Chappell and he, fte, or they, and his, her, and their 
.refpeftive Heirs, Executors, Adminirtrators, and Aflignes 
fhall be feized, and poffeffed, and interefted refpeftively in 
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the faid Advowfon of the faid Parifh Church of St* John 
Wapping aforefaid, for fuch Edate and Intereft, as he, die, 
or they lawfully have, and ihall have, of in and to the faid 
Advowfon of the faid Parifh Church of White ChappcL 

That the Reclor may Nominate and Appoint with the 
Con Tent of the Bifhop of London , one able Minifter in Prieds 
Order to refide to be a Lecturer and Curate to aflid the Re¬ 
ft or, out of the yearly Sum of 130 Pounds, paying him 30 
Pounds per Annum . 

That it was alfo Enafted, That John Ruffcl then our Mini* 
fter fhould be, and is hereby conftituted the firit Re&or of 
the faid Parifh, as fully and effectually to all intents and pur- 
pofes, as if he had been presented, inftituted, and induced 
^'thereunto. 

Now as we are informed, the Advowfon and Prefen- 
tation of White Chappel , and confequently of this our new 
Parifh was purchafed by Brazen-Nofe Cll dge, from foire 
Lord or other Perfons having the right of Advowfon, and 
•the next Prefentation bought or purchafed from the faid Col- 
ledge or others, about twelye Years before the Death of our 
firft ReCtor, by the Father or other Relation cf our Mini¬ 
fter, who now enjoys it for a certain Sum of Money \ and 
fince Inftitution and Admiffien into the faid Promotion, has 
not truly anfwered his Vocation, according to the Expecta¬ 
tion of the faid Parifhioners, by his Delivery, Attendance, and 
Conduft*, having fince his Admiffion taken a farm in the 
Country of about 100/. per Annum y which he feems to occu¬ 
py contrary to the Statute of 2t. Hen . 8 . 13. That noTpiri- 
tual Perfon fhall take a Farm to himfelf, or his ufe, upon the 
Forfeiture of 10/. for every Month, they Ihall occupy any 
fuch Farm. 

So that he feldom officiates his Duty, but has placed upon 
the faid Parifh an indifferent Curate, and intruded him moft- 
ly with the Care and Cure of the faid Parifh •, and another 
indifferent Perfon to read Prayers, and adminifter Divine 
Service, much to the diflike and prejudice of the fpiritual Be¬ 
nefit of the faid Parifhioners. 

That alfo the faid Minider, upon the Death of our Church 
Qark, did nominate, appoint, and caufe to be Regider’d, 
contrary to the Cudome of the faid Parifhioners, and other 
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Churches within the Bills of Mortality, the faid Curate to be 
Church Clark as well as Curate*, and another appointed to 
officiate under him, and fo taking from the laid Curate part 
of the faid Salery of 30/. per Annum^ as we are informed 
making good that deficiency out of the Clarklhip, that upon 
the Parifhioners dillike of this Practice and Impofition, tht 
faid Curate refigned the faid Clarkfhip, upon which the faid 
Reftor nominated and appointed the (aid Perfon, who offi¬ 
ciated to be Church Clark to the laid Church and Parifh, 
and he regiftred without the Knowledge of the faid Parifhio¬ 
ners, contrary to the Cuftom of f f hitcChappel Parifh, or St. 
John lYapplng , who is ingaged to pay out of the faid Clark¬ 
fhip, a certain Sum to the faid Curate, in order to leffen the 
payment of the faid Salery of 30 L per Annum , which ought ; 
to be paid according to the laid Aft of Parliament. I 

Whence it is evident, that we the faid Parifhioners are i 
intirely deprived of all thofe good Laws, Statutes, Ordinan¬ 
ces, Conftitutions, and Canons made and appointed for the , 
good of the People, and the Common-wealth, and Eftate of 
this Realm, and are apparently bought and fold. v ' 

That whillt I was about to write thefe Things, I advifed 
with fome of the Heads of our Parifh about the Premifes, 
who gave me fome Account of what they knew about them, 
but little Encouragement :> tho* all agreeved, one laying, it 
had been an adjudged Cafe of felling and purchafing fuch hdr 
vowfons, and tried in fome of the Courts of Record upon 
the like Occafion, but no Relief. So that I had as it were 1 
determined with my felf, not to proceed in this Undertaking, 
but that Night I received the following Vifion, lb that having 
put my Hand to the Plow, I mull not turn back for the Lord 
fblloweth, and his Angels drive the Plow. 

The Vifon* 

That coming to a certain old, and as it were decayed Houfe 
within the Door of that Houfe fit one that was the Mother or 
Miftrefs of the Houfe, Tick and difordered in Body, and forth¬ 
with voided her Excrement, which run from her intoaPaf- 
fige leading to a Vineyard or Garden above and behind that 
Houfe, where 1 was in the Paflage at the Door of.the Houfe 
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from thofe Excrements proceeded a* grievous and obnoxious 
*Scent, in lo much that 1 could not bear it, but feemed to 
flop my Nofe to evade it; and went out at the Door of the 
Paflage, as it were into the Street, where 1 met with fome 
Acquaintance, I faid to them come not here, for the Miftrefs 
of this Houfe is voiding her Excrement, which makes fo ob¬ 
noxious a ftink that it is not to be bore with, but I returned 
to the Door of the Paflage to fallen it, lealkany Ihould enter 
in, and corrupt or difcommode the Garden, and feemed 
forthwith to bolt that Door with in fide, which I had no 
fooner done, but an ill-favoured obnoxious Harlot came with¬ 
out fide, and found a hole in that Door, through which fhe 
put her Hand and unbolted the Door*, upon which I ihut it 
again,and kept her out,and fell to work in flopping thofe holes 
to prevent her opening that Door again. I then found my 
fell at the upper Part of the Vineyard, and going out at the 
upper Gate with my old Friends and Acquaintance, and fo 
we feemed to be going about our other Occafions*, upon 
which the Miftrefs and Keeper of that Vineyard, fpeak to 
me, and bad me go back into tne Vineyard, and I Ihould 
; find a Branch with feven Cherries, or other Fruit upon it, 
and that I might gather and eat them; I then returned into 
the Vineyard, and immediately found a Bough with feven 
Cherries upon it, which I pick’d off, and feemed to put in¬ 
to my Coat Pocket, and then proceeded further into the 
Vineyard, until I came to a fort ol a Thicket, where 
hung a Branch with feven other Cherriei upon it, I gathered 
them, and allb put them into the Pocket to the reft, and be¬ 
gan to eat them one by one, and was returning to my Com¬ 
pany; upon which appeared to me clofe above the laid 

■ Thicket (I think) feven beautiful Babes joyned near toge- 
' ther, as it were Cherubinis, crying out, and faying, if you 

leave us, that wicked ill-favoured Harlot will enter and dc- 
^roy us, and there will be heard Lamentation and Weeping 
and great Mourning, Rachel weeping for her Children , and not 
, to he comforted-y hecaufe they are not ; and this Sentence they 

* repeated with much concern and vehemence feveral Times, 

1 upon which 1 run to the fide of the Garden, and looking 

■ through the open Pales, law my Company proceeding their 
[ Tourney; I feemed to call to them, faying, return youanuft 
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not go, I cannot go with you, if I do, that wicked Harlot 
will kill and deftroy the Children, I then returned to take 
care of them, and foini them fafe as l left them, well favou¬ 
red a-nd in good Condition*, and then feemed to be eating the 
remainder of the Fruit in my Pocket, the Children Paid thofe 
Fruit were fitter for us Cnildren, and you might a fed us 
with them}-upon which there was forthwith placed by me 
feveral Difhes of the fame Fruit, cleanfed from all foulnefs ‘ 
and ,the Stalks taken from them, which appeared moil de¬ 
lightful, more like unto Pearls then Fruit, and fine Civers to 
them to keep them from Duft and Corruption * r upon which I 
faid, now my Babes you flhall want no Fruit, here is Plenty 
of it, both to feed you and all the Flock. 

Expfttion of this Fifion. 

The old Houfe reprefents our old Roman Conftitution, the ! 
Mother or Miftrels of that Houfe, the Popes Usurpation ~and 
Jufi(cliwfion fick and difordered by the Reformation,the Excre¬ 
ments are thofe Dregs and Corruptions that proceed from it, 
and ft ill remain as an obnoxious ftink in that defiled Paflage \ 
to our Garden of Felicity *, which we and our Brethren are 
to evade, the Door of that Paflage is the corrupt way opened 
by Bribery and indirect Promotions, which we are to endea¬ 
vour to fhut up, that ill-favoured Harlot is Money, and the 
Hands which find holefs to open that back Door, and pur- 
chafe fpiritual Promotions, and fo break into our good Con- 
ftiturion, my working to fallen that Door, reprefents my ! 
honeft endeavours to remedy thofe corrupt Practices for the 
future, with the Confent and Approbation of our Brethren, 
by a fuitable Addrefs to our Superiours. 

Now thefe Things we find typified, Rev. 13. 16,17. And 
he caufed all , both /'mall and great , rich and poor , free and bond y 
to receive a mark in their right Handy or in their Foreheads : 
And that no Man might buy or felly five he that had the marky 
or name of the beafl y or the number of his name. Now judge i 
for your fclves, if thefe be not the Marks and obnoxious 
Excrements and Dregs of that Beaft Romt y whofe Character 
and Maik isdeferibed, Rev. ij. 5. And upon her Forehead was 
a name written, My fiery Babylon, the Mother of Harlots, 
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and abominations of the Earth. And in the 40th Cannon 
of our Church. To avoid the dad)able S in if Simony , becaufe 
buying and Jelling of Spiritual and Ecclcfiajlical Functions, Of¬ 
fices., Promotions , Dignities and Livings is execrable before 
God , &c. 

The upper Part of the Gate of the Vineyard- reprefents 
the true and uncorrupted Way into it, and our old Friends 
and Brethren that joyr. with us in ufing means to defend, 
maintain and keep that Way} but feem to be turning as. it 
were our Backs upon thofe endeavours, and my felf difeou- 
raged, and going to proceed with them only in fuch Meafurcs 
that may not take Effeft. 

The Myfttifs and Keeper of this Vineyard reprefents the 
Holy Spirit, by whom it is kept and preferved, which called 
me back into the Vineyard, to proferute thefe my honeft 
Endeavours to preferve it from Corruption } and the-Branch 
wich the feveu Cherries, reprefents the feven degrees of 
fpiritual Wifdom which 1 am permitted to partake of, to 
enable me to carry on this Work. The Thicket where the 
fecond Branch grew, which 1 alfo gathered and took to mv 
felf‘, {hews the full, grown and well fupplied Branches of 
our Church by good Pallors, and thofe buriful Babes or 
Cherubinis over it, the feven Spirits before the Throne of 
God which illuminates it, and our good Pallors with Wif¬ 
dom and Underflanding in fpiritual Things} my feemingto 
be going back to my Company, Ihews my feeming difeou- 
ragement to defend this Vineyard from that Harlot"Money, 
that would dellroy thofe Gifts and degrees of true Wifdom 
by idle and negligent Pallors •, but the Call and Cry of thofe 
Cherubinis (hews my being called back to my honefl and 
vigrous endeavours to preferve thofe Babes from being 
deftroyed by her} their laving that the lalt Fruit was fit¬ 
ter to feed them than my felf, Ihews that pure Knowledge, 
Wifdom and Underflanding would better become our beft 
Pallors than my felf a,Lay-man} but the feveral Baskets of 
pure Fruit placed by me to feed the whole Flock, reprefents 
thofe Doctrines collected and delivered ir. this ImprelTion, 
pure and undefiled} and are fuffident for all that truly feek 
after Divine Knowledg, Mat. 7. 8. For every one that asketh 
re'etiveth , and he that J'eekcth findeth t and to him that knocketh 
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it flail be opened. Mat. 25. 29. For unto every out that hath 
flail be given, and he flail have abundance , but from him that 
hath not, flail be taken away even thdt which he hath . Now 
the Cevers ftiews that they fhall be hid and preferved from 
thofe that would corrupt and defpife them, Mat. 7. 6 . Give 
not that which is holy unto the Dogs, neither caft ye your Pearls 
before Swine, leaft they turn again and rend you. This muft I 
expert from fome. 

Yet happy is he that enduteth and appeareth a Labourer 
before the Lord, for he fhall enter into the holy Hill, and 
Iball be crowned with Virtory ■, fuch as God coveteth, they 
flee from him, yea fuch as ftrve at his Table become his 
Enemies. Therefore thus faith the Lord, I make Seed but 
I reap it not, I build but I enjoy it not: The finner knocketh 
and is not heard*, but he that is juft entteth*, for into the 
Sanrtuary of the Lord no unclean Thing cometh, but being 
cleanfed they enter. He that is a Prophet or an Apoftle, or 
a Servant of the Lord, and fo feperated from the reft, let 
him do his Duty, firft that he make himfelf clean before the 
Lord ; and then may he hear and fit in Judgment againft 
the impure and unjuft,and may lee the Works and Wonders 
of the' Lord in his holy Place. 

Wifdom fitteth upon an Hill, and beholdeth the four 
Winds, and girdeth her felf together as the brightnels of 
the Morning, which is vifited with a few, and dwelleth alone 
as though fhe was a Widow. 

Darknefs yieldeth unto Light, the greater exdudeth the 
lefier, the more a Man knoweth wickednefs, the more he 
fhall hate it, being called back*, the more they knew the 
ihadow, fo much the more the v delight in the Body ', holy 
is the Money that is gotten righteoufly, but accurfed are the 
Evils that are reaped with wrong; 

Are you not afraid of the 1 Power of God when it be- 
cometh a fcourge*, wherefore hath the Lord made the Earth, 
but to be glorified in the Creatures thereof ’, and what is he 
that glorifieth God on'Earth but Man, think you not there¬ 
fore that the Lord hath not care of his People, think you 
that there is a Seat upon Earth wherein he hath not hidden 
the Might of his free Power, doth Satan get a Soul that 
he is not privy of. . 

There- 
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Therefore let us now addrefs our feives conftantly to God 
with that Prayer delivered to us fuitabie to this occafion by 
the Angel Jubanladace. 

O God why Jhouldthe People upon Errth Rejoyce , or wherein 
Jhould the Pleafuref of their fenfual Delights be fixed , why 
doth the Moon hold her Courj'e 0 or why are the Stars ob- 
ferving an Order . Why are thy People thus f cat tered abroad , 
becauje iniquity hath caught the upper hand the Doors of onr 
God are pollutedj his Temple desolate , his Commandments vio¬ 
lated^ and his Glory accounted as nothing . But wilt thou fuf- 
fer , or canft thou hold thy Hand from thy great and mighty 
Stroaks moft high God , moft mighty Gcdj moft honourable God y 
have Mercy upon thy People , refpeSt the Creation of thofe 
wherein thou haft delighted fuffer not the Serpent to extol his 
head above thy Altars , neither let thy holy Vefels be poifoned 
with his venome . For thou art mighty , and overcomeft all ami 
who can rebel againft thy Strength , bend down thy Afcrciful 
Eyes , behold this Confufion , look upon thy Temple and fee the 
defolation thereof *, and then m thy Mercy O Jhcw thy felf to v 
be d God , and fuch a merciful Governour as hath Compajfiou 
upon thofe that are difeafed , yea even unto death j O la thy 
Eait hful live , and be like the Fruit full ffineyard. Grant this (J 
mercifull Ood 7 through Chrift our Lord Amen. 

Now let us Confider and Mufe a little on fome cf our 
Pulpit manageme nt. 

That being in fome Neighbours Company, and happen¬ 
ing accidentally to fall upon fome Diicourle about the Church 
and preaching, one in an indifferent manner laid, that he 
thought 1 knew as much as fome of our Parfons, 1 laid, 
thinking no hurt, that I believe I did *, upon which one of 
the Company took me up in a very fcornful and re- 
flefting manner, and (aid 1 ought or ihonld be humbled \ 
whereupon fome Words arrofeabout the Clergy and other 
things,hence in a Little time as I thought,the Miniffers of our 
Parilh feemed to caff: fome Squibs at me from the Pulpit, 
and knowledge, Philofophy, Predictions and fuch likeCom- 
bultables, feemed to be congeled into a lort of Football, 
fo that they could feldom get into the Pulpit without giv¬ 
ing 
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in* it a kick,however I took little Notice of this Peek kt firft, 
bat went to the Communion as I ufed to uo, and have from \ 
nly Youth } but the next Sunday I met with fome Refle&ions j 
as I took it for coming there, and ftii! this Football continued ; 
to be kicked before me, inveighing ftrange Things} fo that { 
finding no Peace in Jerujalem , it occafioned my Refentments, I 
and I did fay, that 1 would carry a Book or Paper in my Poc- \ 
ket, and note down fome Things that might be faid upon this 
one, after a very good Sermon made his Application direftly 
at me, faying, I thought to have done with it} but I have 
met with a frefh fupply, and he (ays he will bring his Book of 
Remembrance to note down the Slips we make, but let him 
do it, and fo one, and indeed it was very true, for I had it 
then in my Pocket, but never had made ule of it, when Ser- • 
mon was ended the Church Clark called the 131 Pfalm as fob 
„ lows, O Lord I am not puft in Aiir.d , 1 have no fcornful Eye } 1 

I do not exercife my ft If? in Things that be too high . Alter this, 

I obferved that our Church Clark had forgot to know me, j 
where-ever I happened to meet him, although we hid;been ac¬ 
quainted 20 or 30 Years} however this gave me a direct op- l 
portunity to charge and attack them with the Premifes, 
whereupon I wrote a Letter to the Perfon, who preached 
that Sermon as follow. 

Reverend Sir , 

I Was furprized to hear you, after fo ingenious and good a 
Sermon, to apply it in a Peak agaip.ft me, and after that 
your Clark by what Inftigation: I know not to call a 
Pfalm to degrade me in the Church} but fo it is, we pay to 
the Support and Maintenance of Parfons, which at the fame 
time take opportunity to upbraid us in the Face of a Congre¬ 
gation. I am convinced, that 1 have heard few Sermons from 
you, and your Accomplice three Months laft paft without 
fome Squibs thrown at me} I thought it had been the Duty 
of Pallors, if any Thing was exhibited againft a Parifhioner, 
either to fend for, or vifit that Perfon, and give a fealbnable. 
Reproof or Advice, and not to inveigh againft ’em in the Pul- | 
pit, I own I have been guilty of Paflion .and fuch failings, as i 
fome of you are, this is not the way of Reproof, but widen- j 
ing the Breach} I have been Reprimanded for communicating 
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at my own Parilh-Church, as to a Book of remembrance, 
to Note down the Slips you took notice of, I never yet 
made ufo of any fuch Thing, butwilh I had, when I heard 
my felf reviled and affronted •, neither (hall the Squibs 
thrown at me deter me from doing it on the like occafions. 
God fometimes differs us to fall, to make us fenfible of 
our Folly and Mifcarriages, for which I fubmit my felf to 
God, and not to the Pride and Malice of Men: I fhall 
ferve God, and believe as I think fit ^ 1 want none of your 
Revilings, neither do I value them, the Perfon who (it is 
like) has been the promoter of all this (may ) inveigh nic 
becaule, perhaps, I know more of a Science he profeffes than 
him felf} which its like may be the Cafe of fome others, 
y°, &c. I find, are made the Inftrumentsfof fome Accom¬ 
plices) Malice againft me I muft needs fay, I have known 
moremilchief done, and People fet at variance by the Priefts, 
then ever I have known reconciled by them, and fo farewell, 
1 am 

Tour humble Servant 
Truth and Daylight. 

There was fonie other little particulars in this Letter not 
material to print. 

Soon after this, an acquaintance that was intimate, both 
with our Le&urer and Re&or, faid that he had feen my Let¬ 
ter, and that they had had fome talk about .if,* and that 
they both ftrenuonfly, as he faid, denied their having any 
defign upon me (perhaps they might not then know the Man) 
but that the defign was leveled^at me I very well know, and 
had feen Vifions of fome Perfons in the Pulpit in Priefts Ha¬ 
bit, afting the Quack Doftor, and in others Dogs barking 
and following to devour me} and one laid hold and made 
an empreffion upon me, but fome Perfon came to my af- 
fiftancfe with a certain Inftrument, and we cut them down. 

Hciwever my acquaintance faid, that both our Rector and 
Leftuter would vifit me the next Sunday Evening, and fa- 
tisfy me. in the Premifes ■, but that Sunday I had my Letter 
anfwered in the Pulpit, with fome Squibs and Reflections, 
and they performed not th'eir pretended Vifit.

. Upon this I went and paid a Vifit to the Perfon to whom 

1 wrote the Letter, with all the good Nature fuitableon that 
Occafion, and informed him that I wasthe Perfon who wrote 
that Letter, and modeftly taxed him with the Premifes, he 
ftrenioufly denyed that either himfelf, or our Minifter had 
any defign upon me^ I then put it home to him, and asked 
him how he could tel! in the Pulpit, what I had in my Pocket, 
and what I had faid, if he defigned nothing againft me, or 
knew nothing of that Affair, and how he came to exprefs 
himfelf m thofc Particulars ^ upon which he could fay no 
more hut that they hit on Thingsodly fometimes^ we then 
began,' as I thought, to be very frendly in our Conversion, 
and I talked very freely with him on feveral Curious Things, 
both of Divinity and Philofophy } and did fay I heard them 
fometimes talk of Things in the Pulpit which they did not 
underftand : At length we happened upon fome Difcourfe a- 
bont the Re furred ion of the Body, and I did fay that at the 
RefurreXion we fhould not be raifed with thefe corrupt Bo¬ 
dies that we now have, but that from fome Particles of this 
Body we fhall be railed with Bodies produced by the Power 
and Word of God, of a different Species, that'is a Spiritual 
and Immortal Body, reftored by the Body of Chrift given for 
us, and given to us in the holy Myftery of his Incarnation, 
Paftion -and RefurreXion, with which our Vital which 
deeps and-as it were becomes extinX until ihe RefurreXion, 
fnall furvive, awake and be raifed, into which the Animal 
Spirit or Soul (hall re-enter, and fo be raifed a Spiritual and 
Incorruptible Being, fit to inherit the Kinghom of Heaven 
and fo we parted as I thought, very good Friends, and he 
pro mi fed that both he and our Minifter would forthwith 
vifit me, in order to reconcile this Difference*, I laid I fhould 
be glad of their Company, anddefired they would perform 
that Promife.' 

But I think it was the next Sunday he Preached upon the 

2 Thef. 2. II. And for this Caufe God fljall fend them firong 
delufions , that they Jhould believe'd lie \ in which Sermon * 
was Reflexions of that Nature, and fomething faid about 
being Affronted, but I could hardly difcover whether his de¬ 
fign was upon me or my Adverfary *, but I think after Ser¬ 
mon the 131 Pfalm was calfed again. 

Then . 
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Then I found that what I had laid about the RefurreCfion 
was with prejudice imparted to our ReCtor, who being de- 
firous as I think, to contradict what I had laid, preached upon 
the I Cor. 15. 38. And to every Seed bis own Body . In 
opening this Text, he began, as 1 took it, with fome Squibs 
atme, and what I had laid about it,and then proceeded in his 
Difcourle, to maintain by many Arguments in effeCl, that 
we fliould be railed with the very fame Bodies we now have, 
this very Flelb, Hands, Fingers, Eyes and every thing' ap¬ 
pertaining to this very Body of ours 3 and that the fame 
Hands which are lifted up to God in Prayer, lhall be raifed 
at the RefurreClion, and allb that every Particle of the fame 
Dull from the fame Body in the Grave, or el few here, lhall 
be'gathered together and united into the fame Body fown 3 
and to this purpole was the whole Difcourfe of that Ser¬ 
mon. . 

Then followed a Sermon by our LeClurer upon Pfal. 1.1. 
Blffeed is the Man that walketh not in the Council of the un¬ 
godly , nor jiandeth in the way of /inners, nor Jitteth in the feat 
of the feornful. In this Sermon, after fome Squibs was ex¬ 
hibited,what a pitch of wickednefs a Man was come to when 
he lcorned Reproof, or reflected upon fuch DoCtrine as they 
think fit to preachy and the next time I came to Church, 
the Qark called the lame Verle of the fame Pfalm. 

So that at this Time, falling in Company with a Mini (ter 
of my acquaintance of nearly the next Parilh where I had 
lived for many years, and one with whom I had had Con- 
verfation, a Man of good Parts and Learning - , and one from 
whofe hands I had frequently received the,Communion, l 
informed him how I had been uled by the Minifters of our 
Parilh,and how that difference began, and that our Minifter, 
to contradift lome things that I laid, had preached a Sermon 
with little truth in it - , he defired to know what it was, I 
told him, he faid that he was of my Opinion, but they did 
not all breath through the fame Noftrils, and that he would 
fpeak with them, and make us Friends *, that he knew very 
well that I underftood things as they did, having Read ^nd 
Studied many years - , and that he-did believe me a very 
honeft and knowing Man: I faid I fhould be very glad to 
meet him and them at any Time or Place they would ap- 
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point-, but I heard nothing from them, they ftill continued 
to diiturb my Peace after the fame manner, fo that I was 
obliged for my Peace fake, moftly to leave my own Parifh- 
Church, and go elfewhere, and applied my (elf to God by 
earned: Prayer, defiring he would be gracioufly pleafed to 
grant and (hew me forne Vifion, that I might know, and be 
fatisfied in thefe Affairs, and of my Spiritual State, upon 
which I received the following Vifion. 

That walking upon the edge of a Hill, on the top of the 
rifing Ground appeared a Manfion Houfe, and from that 
to the Valley defcended a'Vineyard like Garden walled in, 
iu which were fome Gardiners or Husbandmen a digging, 
(l think three) that when I approached near and viewed 
them over the Wall of the Garden, by help of the rifing 
Ground, they forbear digging, and reviled me, whereupon I 
leviled them again,faying they were Idle and naughty Servants 
to neglect their Mailers Work, and revile an innocent Per- 
fon whom they knew not upon which they left their Work 
and purfued me with much vigour to do me forne hurt, 
but I made my Efcape till they left their purfuit, and by 
another Way came to the Manfion Houle on the top of 
the Hill, and being without-fide next the Garden, I was in 
full view of my Adverfaries at fome diftance, that they 
could not approach near me, but in a violent manner they 
P -lted at me with Stones which they threw at me with fuch 
ltrength, that, at a large diftance they came about me with 
much Force, and one hit me on the Face and made a red Lump 
or Impreftion on my Cheek but with fome difficulty I keep 
out of ihe m.y of thofe Stones which flew with violence a- 
gainft the Manfion Houfe, and broak fome of the Glafs in 
one of the great Windows of that Houfe, and made feveral 
Impreffions in the Wood-work of the Houfe, whereupon I 
was admitted into the Houfe, and kindly received by the 
Governefs of the Family, and the Servants. i 

I then acquainted them of the matter, and that fome 
Servants had caft Stones at me, and fhew the Governefs the 
broken VV indow and alfo the Mark in my Cheek, and we 
viewed the Woodwork of the Houfe where the Stoneshad 
made feveral Impreffions and on a Raile within the Houfe, 
reprefenting the Rail before a Communion Table j upon

which the Govemefs of the Houfe relented the doings of 
thole Servants. Then came in lome other Workmen from 
the Garden, as it were to Break-fall, and I was invited to 
partake with them •, I faid I coaid not eat the Cruft of their 
Bread, but if they would help me to fome of the Crumb or 
infide, I would eat, whereupon I was kindly ferved with 
lome of the pureft and lofteft part of the Bread, which deem¬ 
ed very fweet and pleafant, and oLa leavened Colour and 
Subftance, whereof 1 eat and drank and prepared to depart 
for that Time, and the Governefs and the Servants took leave 
of me, with much Efteem and good Nature. 

> Expojition of this Vifion. 

The Manfion Houfe reprefents our National Church, the 
Hill its good Situation and DiftinCtion, the Garden walled in 
reprefents the feveral Congregations of People within her Ju- 
rifdi&ion, the Diggers or Husbandmen reprefents the Clergy 
and Pallors of the Church, thofe that reviled and purfued me 
reprefents thofe idle and naughty Servants, that leave preach¬ 
ing the pure Word of God to their Congregations, to in¬ 
veigh againft fome Perfons, and purfue feme ill-natured Caufe 
againft ’em, for fome pretended Affront given by viewing 
them and their doings, and throw fuch Stones at them, that 
if they could they would dafh out their Brains. 

The Governefs of the Houfe reprefents the Holy Spirit 
by which the Church is governed, and which admits of no 
fuch doings i the broken Window and Impreflion made in 
the wood Work, Ihews 1 the Reproach that is brought upon 
the Church by fuch idle and naughty'Servants, that preach 
Unfound Do&rine, arid manage party Caufes in the Pulpit, 
to gratifie their own Pride, Malice, and Avarice, and accufe 
whom they pleafe with Crimes tho’ they know nothing of 
them, the bruifed t Rail within the Houfe, denotes the .Im¬ 
preflion made at the Communion Table, by driving from 
thence the true Servants of God, and his Son Chrift by their 
unjuft Reflections. 

The red Lump and Impreflion on my Cheek, denotes the. 
difcountenance and refenting Blulhes that appear’d in my 
Face*, when thofe Stones were call from the Pulpit and Desk, 
the belt Part of one whole Year, &c. The 
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The Servant* within the Houfe reprefent the Bifhops and 
dignified, the Servants that came to eat repreients thofe good 
Pallors that mind their Work, and .preach the pure Word 
of God to their Congregations} and take eat and adminifter 
to thofe that come to the Holy Communion worthily, the 
true Body and Blood of Chrift, which he has left with the 
Governeis of the Houle, to entertain all thofe that truly 
come their to be refrelhed, and fpiritually nourilhed there¬ 
by. 

The Cruft: that I could not eat, fhews, that I could not 
communicate with thofe that were my Adverlaries, being for¬ 
ced to leave my Parifh Church, and communicate by another 
way at other Churches, the pure and foft infide of the Bread, 
denotes my being fed- with the pure Bread which that Houle 
affords, even the true Bread of Life, the Spirit of Wifdom 
and Underltanding, in the true Myfteries of God and the 
Church, and that beingfoon after this Vifionata Church,were 
a bifiiop accidentally adminiftred theSacrament, even the feme 
Bilhop to whom I deliver’d the Letter before fpecified, and 
difcourfed with: I received the Bread from his Hands, and 
he laid his Hand upon me, and difmift us with much courtefie 
and pleafantnels, the brownilh Colour and Subftance repreients 
the true Body of Chrift given, and received by all that truly 
receive it, and believe it to be fo his true Body, and his true 
Blood given for us,and given for us by his true Church. 

Some time after this, thinking the Storm might be over, I 
came to our Parilh Church again, and our Minifter leemed 
to preach as it were a capitulating Sermon, faying, that we 
ought to forgive one another ^ and that Things might be miP 
reprefented to them, that they might be mifinformed, and 
that we Ihould not expert a formal Reconciliation by vifit and 
the like •, and Sermon being over, I perceived him and his 
Curate fix their Eyes upon me, I then turned my Back up- 
pn them and went Home, and confidering the Premiles I 
thought as it now appear’d, that there - was others concerned 
as Emiflaries and Tale-bearers, it .was moft leafonable that a 
perfonal Reconciliation Ihould be made, and that Parties con¬ 
cerned Ihould come Face to Face, that I might difcharge my 
felf from that Wrong and Injury that had been done me j 
however the next Sunday I came to Church again thinking 
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f bo hurt, upon which the Curate not long before admitted in 

2 to Priefts Orders was advanced into the Pulpit, and he re- 

5 news the t Battlc with whole Broad-fides of unhandfome Retie- 
^ ftions, and intimates that fome Perfons tho’ feemingly de- 
vout and religious at Church, were otherwife Hypocrites, 
a vile and malicious, and after Sermon was called, Pfalm 141. 
■ h 4 ) 5 * Tor guiding of my Mouthy 0 Lord fet thou a watch be - 

‘ fore^ and alfo of my moving Lips , 0 Lord keep thou the Door. 

That I ftjould wicked Works commit , incline thou not my Hearty 
“ with ill Men of their Delicates , Lord let me eat no part • But 
let the Righteous fmite me , Lord for that is good for me y let 
“ him reprove me , and the fame , a precious Oytjhall be. 
f Now whether this Point of Do^rine concerning Church 
;? Behaviour, was to (creen their own, I won’t undertake to 

* fay: But this I have to (ay, that I have obferved our Mini- 
fter often come to Church, when Divine Service has been 

f? Part over, and then loll upon the Pew, when others have 
been reverently Kneeling at the Prayers, and have obferved 
him playing with his Fingers upon the Top of the Pew, 
whilft we have been with Attention rehearfing the Creed j 
^ and as it hath been faid by one that fits with him, that he 
has come into the Pew with his Stockings hanging about his 
s Heels, frequently have I feen him preach fometimes with 
Hands in Pocket or under his Gown, and that even in 
Summer time^ fo that from thefe Gentlemen, 1 muft (ay 
1 we have but faint Preaching, fometimes wc can.tell what 

* they (ay, and fometimes we cannot tell what they fay, 

^ what will they not (hew that Decency, which our holy

proceed, this* Sermon and Circumftances attending, I muft 
I* own caufed in me fome Refentments. 

:* So that the next Sunday, I took a Pencil and fome Paper 
£ to note down fome Sentences, and finding our Curate 

% exalted in the Pulpit, I made ufe of thofe Ingredients, and 

^ noted down the following Sentences. 

* A Hypocritical Refignation, and play the Hypocrite, hy- 
J' pocritically pretend to love the beft Things and fly from 

them, and grat fie their Notions of Refignation to the Flefhy 
t ^ndfiy from the Spirit *, carried about with pretended Charms 
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of S nee. Thefe Things choaks the Seed of the Spirit} {In¬ 
born reliftance mixed with ingratitude*, fome are fo flandcr* 
oufly vile as to excufe, ttre. a bafe and guilty Wretch) bold i 
and daring Tinner: Then I Taw the Gentleman caffc his Eye j 
upon me and foon ended his Sermon, which was but fhort. 

So that I was forced to leave my Parifh-Church again. i 
And have now thought fit to pablifh thefe things for, 

P ublick Good, in duty to God and the Church} that fuch 
reachers as chefs may be regulated. .1 know nothing they 
have to lay to my Charge, but niv human Frailties, my 
Family tho* Large, is yet fober, Civil, and as welJ regu¬ 
lated as any in the Pariffi} my urgent occafions for thefup- 
port of my Family have proved troubiefonie, and attended 
with many Difficulties, and therepulfes we meet with hur- . 
ry us fometimes into Paffion and Diforder in the Week-days, 
which they art not fubjeft to when the Sabbath-day comes. 

I, as much as I can, forget my Worldly Affairs, conlider 
my mifearriages the Week part, prepare my felf for Church 
with Comfort and Satisfaction, there to receive my Pardon 
and Abfolution from God by the adminiftration of the Church, , 
and behave my felf there with decency and Devotion*, an d ] 
by Faith can fee my Prayers afeend to my God and my j 
Jefus, and they ready to receive them} but when I have 
done this with Comfort, Satisfaction and Confolation} be¬ 
fore I coni i get difmiffed, thefe Creatures would {ay I was 
a Hypocrite, or inveigh fomething againlt me, (6 that l 
often came home big with Refentmcnts to hear their 
Folly. 

Since this I have b^en Nominated by the CiidParifhioners, 
and confirmed one of the Overfecrs for the Poor of that Pa- 
rifh, which Office I now ferve} and it is a trouble to me, 
that after I have made my Collections at the Church-doors, 
and ftay to fee the Poor ferved with the Bread} that I muft i 
turn my Back upon the Communion which I have not been 1 
accuftomed to do: So that one Sunday Morning upon my t 
Pillow, t was thinking on thefe things, and if I might not « 
Communicate with our Minifters notwithftanding thole dif- < 
ferences*, upon which ( fell into a little Repofe, and met I 
with the following Vifion. 
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That under fome Difficulty, I feemed to be preparing; to 
Drcfs and clean my felf for Church ; but thinking it was 
?! too late, went in my old Cloths, and when I came there

• cd di/tinftly to hear hin? read the 5th. Chapter of Matthew*

v upon which the comley Mother or Miilrefs of the >ioufe 
feemed to come and falute me, and pitied my condition, at

- my little good Angel, virtue it felf) and was to he Clothed 
with new Garments*, the Mother put them on and fhe was 

i' : very beautiful and neatly Apparelled*, then laid the Mother 
0: ‘ go and falute him and Comfort him, pointing at me, bht 
e ihe feemed not willing, becaufe I had not my bed: Cloths 

6 on as well as fhe*, upon which I awaked, thoroughly fi¬ 

fe lisfied that I ffipuld not communicate with them though I 
i might a fitted my felf for another Church, but I went to 
I our Church being Colleftion-day *, our Curate Read Divine 
Service, and the 5th. Chap, of Mat . was the fecond LefTen. 

1 This was the 7th Day of May* 1727. 

% That being In company with a Clergyman, we fell into 
fome Difcourle about the Refurreftion of the Body, wherein 
i I afferted as before recited, but he was of the fame Opinion 
r: _ °f our Minifter, and caft fome Reflexions, laying I was a 
Mucletonion and fuch like fluff, I find he was miftaken in 
fe r Se Man, and that I profeffed as good Do&rine as they did, 
i an d began to demonftrate and prove my Afortions from 
}i Scripture, but he could not ftand thofe Arguments, but 
i forthwith departed*, upon which the very next Sunday 

i oeing April the 16th. 1727. our Curate fell upon the fame 
\ ' Doftrine !in the Pulpit, which was indeed not unfuitable to 
■* the Time} yeti am perfwaded by experience:, that there 
s js fome correfpondency with this Tribe, that when a Sub* 

ii jeft is carried on by fome of them, others tho’ ftrangers, 

£ efpoufe the fame Caufe*, fo that the Doctrine of our Curate 

Vras as follow, viz* 
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r Tbit at the Refurreftion all Men (houlcl rife with their 
Natural Bodies, and the very fame Body that we are now 
inverted with, th.it every particle appertaining to the lame 
Body ihall be gathered together again whetherfoever diitri- 
bnted, either in the Durt of the Grave, or in the Sea, or 
in the Air, and that though the Body be .'burnt to Allies 
and ciiitributed in little Atom’s in the Air*, yet at the 
Reiurrecrtion all thofe Atoms fhali be gathered and coliefted 
together again, of which the lame Body fhali be compofed, 
of the fame material Matter that it was compofed of before. 

That he alfo offered a Difficulty attending thisDoftrine 
of the Refurre&io:;, by reaibn, as he laid, that in fome 
Foreign Parts Men eat of oneanothers Flelh, and was there- 
by nourirtied in their Bodies and by that means partake of 
the Bodies of each other, upon which he propofed a difficulty 
how thofe Bodies fhould be again feperated at the Refur- 
reedion, that each Perfon might partake only of his owu 
Body. That thofe Particles fhould be again divided in its 
due Proportion to each iof them*, and this he folved by 
laying that the Power and Providence of God would order 
it fo, that thofe Particles fhould be yet reflored to its pro¬ 
per Object, and that each Pcrfons Body fhould be compofed 
of its own proper Atoms, and of its own Body feparated and 
cifti iguifned by the Power of God at the Refurreftion. 

Now I fay, ihat this Doftrince is not found, or can be 
produced from either the Old or New Tertaments, yet we 
find it the Opinion and Doclrine of feveral Divines*, that 
God will raife from the Dead the very feme Bodies that died. 
Upon this occafion 1 defired a Vh’ion, and information from 
Go:), and it was represented to me as follows, viz* 

That 1 was with fome Company Viewing a certain de- 
molilhed Building, dertroyed as it were with Fire*, in the 
Foundation was feveral Pieces of the old decayed Timbers, 
which we indeavoured to preferve towards Re-building the 
Premifes*, but laving hold on them, they all mouldred away 
to nothing:' We then, as it were in the Cavety of the 
Place like unto the Vault of a Church, found a fmall heap 
of Particles turned to Dull, in which appeared fome fubffance, 
as to thi bulk of them, we indeavoured to preferve them, 
but they consumed away alfo to nothing} it was then re- 
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folved to re-build the faid Premifes upon the old Foundation 
with all new Materials, in a very fubttantial and Workman¬ 
like Manner, and the belt of Materials was to |be provided 
by the Matter Builder for that Purpofe,- and 1 was appointed 
to Frame and put the Work together. 

Expofition, 

The Old demolilhed Building reprefents the Fahrick of 
our Natural Bodies decayed, and confirmed by Death and 
the Grave into its Primative Nothing*, the old decayed 
Timbers, the Bones and the Particles*, The Flefh by no 
means to be recovered, or bear any Part in the Refurreftion. 
The Matter Builder is Jefus Chritt who hath provided and 
given his Body Myttically to re-build ours at the Refur- 
refrion, by and with which we fhall be railed. The old 
Foundation reprefents our Vital Spirit which awakes and 
furvives at the Refurreftion, on which our New and Incor¬ 
ruptible Bodies will be built ar^i united. And my Framing 
and putting the Work together reprefents my Coliefting 
and putting this Do&rine of the Refurreftion together in 
the Form following. 

Ift. 26 . 19, 21. Tty dead men fijall live with my Body 
Jhall they arije , awake and fing ye that dwell in duft, for tty 
Dew is as the Dew of Herbs *, and the Earth ft:all cafi out 
the Dead *, the Earth rdfo (hall dlfclofc her Blood and Jhall no 
more cover her flain y 1 Cor. 5. 4. For we that are in this 
Tabernacle do groan being burdened , not for that we would 
be unclothed^ hut clothed upon, that mortality might be fwal¬ 
lowed up of Life , I Cor. 15. 37, 38, 47.. That which thou 
fowefl y thou fowefi not that body that Jhall be 0 but bear grain 3 
but God giveth it a body as his pleafure , and to every feed 
his own body . The firft man ts of the Earth , earthly , the J'e- 
cond man is the Lord from Heaven . 

Our Dollrine of the Rcfurreffion • 

That God eternaljy and in the beginning contained in him- 
felf, and by the Knowledge of himfelf, that nothing fepara- 
ble from himfelf, of which by his Secret and determined Pur- 
pofe, he intended to make all Things i which brought or knit 
together by the Power, Wifdom, and Word of God 3 he 
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made, created, and gathered together all Creatures, and Je- 
fus Chriit appeared in his Godhead, Join 1.1,2, 3. In the be¬ 
ginning nw the H ord, and the Word was tvith Cod , and the 
Word was God. The fame was in the beginning with God. All 
Things were made by him , and without him was not a?:y Thing , 
made that was made. Job 2 6. 7. He ftretcheth out the North 
over the empty Place, and hangeth the Earth upon nothing. 
Dan. 4. 35. And all the Inhabitants of the Earthy are reputed 
as nothing. 

Now when all Things had pleafed him, becaurfe they were 
made by the Word, the Image of himfelf (even Jefus Chrift) 1 

he then made Man, Gen. 1,26,27. And God faid , let us make | 

Alan in our Image , after our Likenefs . So God created Man mhis 
own Ima:j, in the Image of God cat reed he him, Male and Fomale 
created he them :, and God blefjed them , and God faid unto 
them , be fruitful and multiply, and rcplenifib the Earth . Gen. 

2.7. And the Lord God formed Alan of the Dujl of the Ground > 
and breathed in his Neftrils the breath of Life , and Man be¬ 
came a living Seal. 

Now let us confider Man purely in his Eflence, what he 
is, and of what he confifls: That of the moft excellent and 1 
dignified Parts, approaching near unto God. God made the 
Soul of Man, as a thing knit or tied in the convix of his 
own Sphere, not taking part with that nothing mortal, but 
with that immortal, in which God breathed the breath of Life. 

So that the Soul was made fpiritual,and increafing, after the I- 
mageof G6d taking part with rhe Vicinity of God, andfo per¬ 
petual moving bringeth forth after the Manner; of Eternity, 
every living Soul the Spirit of God conjoyned with the Trinity, 
working with him in his Infinity. That the Soul thus dig- 1 
nified, God clothed with the Dull of the Ground, and inve¬ 
rted that Body and organicai Parts with a vital Spirit from I 
cocleftial Radiation, moving and imbibing the natural Moti¬ 
on, and increafe of thofe Parts with the Vertue and Influ¬ 
ence of the Elements. So that Man in his Creation being an ' 
Innocent, the Power of his partaking with God and his good 
Angels was exalted, and he became Holy in the fight Of 
God. 

Until that mighty Devil envying his Felicity, and percei¬ 
ving that the Subftance of his lefTer Parts was frail and un 
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perfeft, in refpeft of his Pure \ Effe began to affiil him and 
fb prevailed, that offending he became accurfed in the fight 
of God, and he loft his Felicity, but not utterly the Favour 
of God, and the Lord fuffcred the Earth to be accurfed M 
Adams fake. 

Hence' by Infufion of Will and his own grant, the Devil 
* thruft in Man fhingles of his own cutting, and Nature to be 
a (tumbling Block to good Actions, 2 Cor. 12.7. And left / 
Jhould be exalted above mcajure , through the abundance of the 
’• Revelations , there ivas given to me a Them in the FUJ/j , the 

Meffeager of Satan to buffet me. Now it is evident, that A- 
1 . dam offending received Punifhment for his offence, and being 
k accurfed in God’s Juftice, his Body became fubjeft toCorrup- 
1: tion, his Vital to Death, and his Soul to Damnation, Gen . 3. 
i 14,17, 19. And the Lord Clod f'aid unto the Serpent , becauje 
». thou haft done this y thou art curfed above all Cattle , upon tly 

i Belly Jkalt then go , and Duft Jhalt thou eat all the Days of thy 

1 Life, and unto Adam he faid , curfed is the Ground for thy fake , 

in Sorrow Jhalt thou eat of it all the Days of thy Life \ tilt thou

Confider now Adam with the Dignity 
and Wifdom he had, and by his Tranfgreflion the terrour 
and horrour wherein he was drowned, and that the abufing 
the goodnefs of God towards Man may make him a Devil. 

Let this fufFce, our Purpofe is to treat of God’s Elett and 
chofen Servant?, for whofe lake God the Image of his Father, 
grieved at the Fall of Man ard moved with Pity, vouchfafed 
becaufi of the excellency of' Man, to enter into Man, that 
becoming Man begotten of the Holy Ghoft, he might make 
Man accepted again with God his Father, for Juftice and 
Terrour is God the Father, Mercy and Love is God the Son, 
Wifdom and Knowledge is God the Holy Ghoft. But Chrift: 
did not take upon him the Flefh oi Man as created, and from 
Creation finful bv fall, but he took upon him the Seed of A- 
braham , bleffed by God and fanftified for the Redemption of 
Man, and offered up himfelf a Sacrifice of true Propitiation 
for the quick and the dead, that Man might receive forgive- 
neft of Sins, and be at one with God, Gen . 17.7. And I will 
cftablifh my Covenant between me and thee y and thy Seed after 
thee in their Generation , for an evert aft ing Covenant to be a God 
unto thee-) and to thy Seed, and to Jacob he faid, Gen. 28.14. 
And in thee and in thy Seed , jhall all the Families of the Earth 
be bUffed. Heb. 2. 16. For verily , he took net on him the Na¬ 
ture of Angels-) but he took on him the Seed of Abraham, to be 
made like unt$ his Brethren , to make Reconciliation for the Sins • 
of the People. 

Now ic is evident, that our Body and carnal vital became 
(object urvto Death, and whatfoever depends on the Matter of 
the Flefh being ill difpofed, is left to the Serpent, and by this 
means, the Devil became Lord of the Flefh and Blood, cor¬ 
rupted in the Grave *, which we fee is deftroyed by obnoxious 
Yerment, the Effeft of the Serpent, therefore faith St. Paul-, 

I Cor. 15. 50, 51. Flefh and Blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of 
God , neither doth Corruption inherit Incorruption , but we Jloall 
all be changed. 

Now the Body of Mofes , that was immediately taken and 
buried by God, or his Angels, was not left to the Power of 
the Serpent, which was the dilpute of Michael the Arch an¬ 
gel with the Devil about the Body of Mofes , Deut. 34. 5, 6 . 
So Mofes the Servant of the Lord died there-, in the Land of 
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Moab, according to the Wcrd of th: herd , and he buried him 
in a galley in the Land of Moab, over againfi Beth-peer, bur 
no Man knoweth of his Sepulcher unto this Day . Jude vsr. 9. 
Tet Michael the Arch-angel, when contending with the Devtl , 
he difputed about the Body of Mofes, durft not bring againft him 
a railing Accujation, but faid the Lord rebuke thee . 

From which it may be conjeftured, that the Body of Mo- 
fes , did not fuffer that Corruption in the Grave, as others 
did*, but might be preferved by the Power of God, until the 
Pafiion and Refurrecfcion of Chrift, and then changed and 
raifed incorruptible*, Zech. 3.1,2, 3,4,5. And he /hewed me 
Jofhua the high Priefi fianding before the Angel of the Lord, and 
Satan fianding at his right Hand to refifi him , and the Lord faid 
unto Satan *, the Lord rebuke thee O Satan , even the Lord that 
hath chofen Jerulalem robuke thee , is net this a brand pluckt out 
of the Fire ? How Jofhua was clothed with filthy Garments , and 
fiood before the Angel. And he anfwcred , and fpake unto tho/'e 
that flood before him , faying , take away the filthy Garments front 
him. And unto him he faid , Behold I have caufed thine Iniqui¬ 
ty ^ pafs from thee , and 1 will clothe thee with change of Rai¬ 
ment. So they fet a fair Mitre upon his Heady and clothed him 
with Garments , and the Angel of the Lord fiood by. 

Now here are the very fame Words as in Jude, The Lord 
rebuke thee, and it is evident that at the Transfiguration of 
Chrift, Mofes did appear and talked with Chrift upon the 
Mount, which feems to be the thing here Prophecied, and 
that before the Refurreftion of Chrift, he continued in the 
filthy Garments of the Flefh *, and that at the Refurre&ion 
or Chrift, when he had fatisfied the Juftice of God for the 
iniquities of his People, and taken upon him a glorified 
and immortal Body which he hath given, and with which 
he will Clothe his true Church at the Refurreftion, that then 
he Clothed Mofes, Dan. 7. 22. Vntil the antient of days came 
and judgment was given to the Saints of the meft big by apd the 
time ca? 7 ie that the Saints pojje/fed the Kingdom, Mat. 27. 52, 
53. And the Graves were opened , and many bodies cf Saints 
which flept arofe, and came out of the graves after his Refur- 
rechon . 

Hence it is evident, that thofe that die in the Lord, caft 
off by death, this filthy Matter of tne I iefh, and change it 

for

Min, and he took of the Duft of the Ground, and it became 
Man , then if this taking, and the Power of the Word be¬ 
came Man*, Then it' followed], that the felf-fame God and 
Man being Truth, fpeaking of himfelf unto his Difciples, 
faying this is my Body, did in breaking of the Bread, which 
fignified the Earth, and in taking it, fignifying the Power 
of making, and his own Office in breaking it before his Dif- 
ciples according to the fecret Scence of Man’s Soul •, he then 
being yet alive \ did give himfelf in the Bread, and in the 
breaking unto his Difciples, as the fence of the Word fpoken. 
did Import and truly fignifie, himfelf, his very Body to the 
whole Church *, to fufter, and fuffered in that, in his God¬ 
head and Wifdom before the Worlds; it was fo his very true 
Body and very true Blood Myftically in Faith,and Sacramental¬ 
ly now given to his Difciples, and the whole Churchy to be of- , 
fered upon the Crofs for the Redemptionof Mankind, to Seal the I 

perpetual and everlalting Memory thereof nnto thejdeftruftion 
of Satan, and the Comfort of his chofen. Confidcrnow unto 
what UPe (bould the Body of Chrift he*, if the Body it 
felf were not a Sacrament, and the holy Sign of the Peace 
between God and Man, John 6.-51, 53, 54, 55*56, 57. / 
am the living bread which came down from Heaven , if any 
man eat of this Bread he /hall live for ever , and the Bread 
that I will give is my Flc/h which I will give for the life of 
the World. Then Jefus faid unto them , verily, verily , / fay 
unto you , except ye eat the Flefi) of the Son oj Man and drink 
his Blood, ye have no life in you , whofo eateth my Flefl) and 
drinketh my Blood , hath eternal life, and l will raife him up - 
at the l ift day\ for my FUJI) is meat indeed , and my Blood 4 
is drink indeed . He that eateth my Fle/h and drinketh my 
Blood, dive lie th in me and I in him , fo he that eateth me , 1 

even he jhall live by me. Hence it is evident, that Chrift 
hath Myftically and Sacramentally left his Body, with the 
C lurch ^wherefore he is called the Bread of Life, the Body of 
Chrift dignified and glorified, is true Bread and true Own- I 
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fortand as all things were made by him fpiritually, fo are 
all his Elett nourifhed through him bodily, and he is become 
one Power, one God, in that he is neither feparated from 
his Body, nor feparated his Body from the Church} why then 
do we feek for thole Bodies to be railed again which 'Na¬ 
ture hath loft 3 is it not la id, duft thou arty and unto d H 
fljalt thou returny which is as much as to fay, of nothing 
thou waft made, and to nothing lhalt thou return: Hath 
not Chrift therefore taken a Body upon him, and given it 
to us, by and with which we fhall be raifed up at the 
laft Day with dignified and incorruptible Bodies of the 
fame Species of his glorified Body \ is not his Power and 
Word the fame at the end as it was at the beginning, doth 
not he (ay, John 3. 3. Except a mm be born agai/ty he cannot 
fee the Kingdom of God. Did not we ail receive our Natural 
Bodies from that one Man Adaniy being begotten of him, 
and fhall not we all receive our Spiritual Bodies from the 
Body of one Chrift, being' again born and begotten in him 3 
is it not fiid, 1 Cor. 15. 22, 47. As in dam ail die , 
even fo in Chrift Jhall all be made alive. The ju ft man is of 
the Earthy earthlyy the fecond man is the Lord from Heaven y 
Phil. a. 21. Who Jhall change our vile body , that it may be fa~ 
fhioned like unto his glorious Bodyy according to the working 
whereby he is able to fubdue all things unto himfelf, I Cor. 15. 
46, 49. That was not JirJl which is Jpiritualy but that which 
is naturaly and afterwards that which is fpiritualy and as we 
have born the Image of the earthly , we Jhall alfo bear the Image 
of the heavenly. 

Now it is apoarant that there are four lower and terrtftial 
Elements, of which our Natural Bodies, and inferiour things 
are compofed,- fo there are alfo four Superiour and Cceleftial 
Elements of which out 1 Spiritual Bodies, and Superiour 
Things are and Will be compofed, the Seed of which is Sa¬ 
cramentally conveyed into us through Chrift, who is the 
true Body of all Things, from which Particles we fliall be 
raifed Incorruptible at the Refurreftion of the Dead, 1 Cor. 
15. 40, 41, 42. There are alfo Cceleftial Bodiety and Bodies 
Terreftialy but the glory of the Terreftial is one , and the glory of 
the Coeleftial is another. There is one glory of the Sun , and 
another glory of the Moony and another glory of she . Starsy for 
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dijjcreth from another Star in glory. So in the Refur- 
rection of'tbe Dead, it is [own in Cory action, it is raifed in 
Incorruption. Herein may we fee as in a Glafs, how God, 
through his Sacraments and holy Inltitutions, Sanftifierh, 
Regenerated and Puriheth Man unto himfelf, i Cor. 15. 
51, 52. Behold , Ijhewyou a Myft cry , we jhall not all ficcp , 
to Jhall all be changed in a Moment , f# twinkling 0 f 
an Eye , df />;<? lafl Trumps and the dead Jhall he raifed incor¬ 
ruptible, and we Jhall he changed. Hence by a Similitude, Mans 
Natural Body rs Wax, compofed of Terreftial Elements} 
woich at the Relurreftion are done away, and the Bodies 
of thofe that remain alive at that Day,, lhall, as it were, 
melt away like Wax*, and fhall be Clothed with New and 
Cceleflial Bodies, 2 Pet* 5. 11, 12, 13. Seeing then that all 
thefe things jhall he difjolvld, what manner of Per fans cught we 
to he in all holy Converjation and Godhnefs *, looking for and 
hafling unto the coming oj the day of Cod ^ whenn the heavens 
being on Fire Jhall be d/ffolved, and the Elements Jhall melt with 
fervent heat. Ncvcrthelefs we according to his Promije , look 
for new Heavens , and a new Earth . Why then as our Na¬ 
tural Bodies were made of the Duft of the Egirth, and are 
returned to it again *, ought we not to look for New Bodies 
: as well as a New Earth, John 11. 25/ lam the RefurreBkn 
and the Life , Rom. 4. 17. Cod who quickeneth the Dead , 
and calloth thofe things which be' not , as though they were, 
Rom. 6 . 5? 6 . For if we have, been placed together in the 
likemfs of his Death, we Jhall he alfo in the likenefs of his 
Re fur reel ion. Knowing this, that our old Man is crucified with 
him, that the body of Sin might he dejtroycd. 

Hence then the Refurreftion of the Body feems to be 
as follow. 

That, as the Vital Spirit is the Natural Life of the Bo¬ 
dily and Organical Parts of Man, and the Soul the particular 
and Reafonable Fire inflaming every Body, fo there is an 
univerfa! Fire, and a general brightnefs, giving geneial 
Light unto both, which is but One, and Ihineth through 
the whole, meafured equally unto every thing from the 
beginning, ar.d is the Life of all Things, and the Image of 
the Will of God defending into the Body, and adjoyned 
to the Soul of Man. *’ 
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Now at Death the Vital Spirit falls a deep, and as it 
were becomes extinct in fome little Particle by no means 
to be deftroyedthe Body destitute of the Circulation and 
Life of that Spirit, turns to Corruption, and at length to 
. its primitive Nothing *, the Soul, at its (operation from the 
Body and Vital, is (hatched up, either by the MefTengers of 
. Blifs or Punifhment, and difpofcd of in proper Manfions 
appointed by God for their Refidence, according to the con¬ 
dition in which they departed this Life, until the Refur- 
' reft ion of the Body, diftinguiihed by the Vital a deep in 
the Grave or eifewhere. . * 

That at the Refurreftion, the vital Spirit contained in this 
little Particle furvives and awakes, partaking .with the Body 
of Cnrift^-and being thereby (anftined, purified, and illumi¬ 
nated by the universal Fire, and Life of the fuperiour and coc- 
leftial Elements, moved and adjoyned by the Spirit and Pow¬ 
er of God, fprings up, and brings forth a new fpiritual and 
coeleftial Body, partaking with the Body of Chrilt, and faflii- 
oned after the I mage of Chrift’s heavenly Body, into which 
re-enters the Soul, united and [knit together by the Power of 
God, and fo becomes a fpiritual and ianftified Being, fitted 
for the Enjoyment and Prefence of God, and the Society of 
the bleficd Angels in eternal Life and Happinels, iGr.K, 
54) 55 - when this corruptible I'hall have put on Incirruption 
and this mortal Jball have put on Immortality, then Jball be bro't 
to pafs the faying, that is written, Death is [wallowed up in Fi¬ 
ll ory, O Death where is thy (ting, O Grave where is thy Filh~ 
ry.' B it thanks be to God, which give th us the Fill ory through 
our Lord Jefus Chrijl. Rev. 21.4, 5 * a 4 nd God jbat wipe away 
all ttyrs from their Eye r, and there Jball be no m^re Death, neir 
tber Sorrow nor Cry ng, neither Jball there be any more Pam , for 
the former Things arc pa fed away . And he that Jat upon the 
Throne faid } behold I make all Things new. 

Now the Is Things, and the four coeleftial Elements with 
which the Eleft (hall be clothed at the Refurreftion, are ti- 
pified in the fecond and third Chapters of the Revelations . 

To him that overcometh, will I give to eat of 
the Tree of Life, which is in the midjt of the Paradice of God .

Tf e dead in 
Chrifl fhall rife firft. Mat. 25. 32, 33. And before him ftjall be 
gathered all Nations? and he fhall feparate them one from another? 
as a Shepherd divideth the Sheep from the Goats? and he ftjall fet - 
the Sheep on his right Hand? but the Goats on the left. Whence 
it feems apparent, that the Wicked fhall be railed, and their 
Vital likewife, furvive and awake, fpring up, and bring forth a 
Body, by vertueof the lower and terreftrial Elements, into 
which the Soul fhall be united and fitted for eternal Damnati¬ 
on and Mifery* and with the fallen Angels be feparated from 
God, Rev. 20.13,14,15. And the Sea gave up the Dead which 
were in it? and Death and Hell delivered up the Dead which 
were in them? and they were judged every Man according to their 
Works? and Death and Hell were caft into the lake of Fire. This 
is the fecond Death? and whofoever was not found written in the 
Look of Life? was caft into the lake oj Fire • 

Now 
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Now we read of Three Perfons, that fcem to be trarrfla- 
ted into another State without Death, viz.. Enoch? Elias , 
and John, one before the Law, one under the Law, and one 
under the Golpel, Gen . 5. 24. And Enoch walked with Gcd? 
and he was not for God took him . 2 Kings 2. I I. And it came 

to pafs , as they ft ill went on and talked , that behold there appear¬ 
ed a Chariot of Fire , and EJorfes of Fire? and parted them both 
afunder , and Elijah went up by a whirlwind into Heaven . John 
21.22,23. y .'fits faith unto him , ;/1 will that he tarry till I 
come? what is that to thee . 77 ?cw irm this faying abroad a- 
mongft the Brethren? that? flut Difciple ft.ould not die. Now 
if John were to tarry till Chrilt come to Judgment, and yet 
not to die 3 it followeth, that his tarrying muft be in fome 
Other Place, and not that he was taken immediately up to 
Heaven, from which it feems, that by the Word Heaven, 
in the Cafe of Elijih? is tipified Paradice*, for St. Paul faith, 

I Cor . 15. 50. That Fleftj ana Blood cannot inherit the Kingdom 
of Godj and it was laid by Chrilt, to the Malefuftor, Luke 
23.43. To Day ft)alt thou be with me in Paradice. 2C7, J 2 . 
3,4. I knew that fach a Alan? how that he was caught up into 
Paradice. Rev. 2.7. He that hath an Ear? let him hear: To 
him that overcomcth? will I give to eat of the Tree cf Life , 
which is tn the mid ft of the Par ad ice of God. Whence it feems 
evident, that Enoch? Elias? and John were taken into that 
Paradice? out of which Adam was turned by .his, fall, and 
that they are placed there as living Wilneffes of the Happi-* 
nefs of that Place, were they enjoy the Pretence and Socie¬ 
ty of the good Angels, and partake with God as Adam did 
in his State of Innoccncv, and remain there to this Day :> 
the one as it were in the rough Skin of a Beaft, which feems 
to be Enoch by the Habit of thofe Times, another in as it 
were a CafTock, which feems to be Elijah? for he left his Man¬ 
tle behind him ? the‘third in a long Gown with many Pleats, 

, which feems to be St. John? this 'Paradice feems to be inclo- 
fed with Fire, and the Pales as it were Arches befet liioft 
richly with precious Stones, this is the true Vale of Jeftoft.a- 
phat. * ' 

Now concerning the State of thofe that die true Saints and 
Martyrs of God, immediately fanftified, juftified, and at one 
with God, we may believe are direftly taken up, and have 
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their Refidence near to the Throne of God in Heaven, 2 Cor. 
4. 18. But we all with open Face , beholding as in aGlafs the 
Glory of the Lord , are changed into the fame Image $ from Glory 
to Glory , even as by the Spirit of God. 2 Cor. 5. 1,2.- For we 
know? that if our earthly Houfe of this Tabernatle were dijjolr 
vcdj we have a building of God y an Houfe not made with Hands t 
eternal in the Heavens . For in this we groan earr/eftly, defiring 
to be clothed upon with our Houfe which is from Heaven. 
Wherefore doth ir feem moft meet with God, that he fuffer 
the Saints to be perfecuted, put to death and afflicted in this 
, World *, that they fhculd be clie fooner tranflated into Glory, 
and reign with Chriit both in Heaven and Earth, and at the 
lait Day come with him to judge the World *, 2 Cor. 4. 16, 
17. For which caufe we faint not , but though our outward Man 
perifh , yet the inward Man is renewed day by day. For our 
light Afftitlion , which is but for a Moment^ worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight of Glory. Eph. 2. 6,7. 
And hath raifed us up together , and made us fit together in hea¬ 
venly Places in Chrift JeJus. I Cor. 6. 2. Do ye not know that 
tht Stints JhAl judge the World. 

Again it feems alfo apparent, that the Saints do now atfa- 
aliy reign with Chrift in Heaven, and are tranflated into the 
Nature of Angels, and have their Orders and Dignities in 
the Government of the World*, 2 Pet. 1.4,11. Whereby are 
given unto us exceeding great and precious Promtfes j that by 
thefe you might be Partakers of the Divine Nature. For fo an 
entrance Jhall be adminiftred unto you abundantly , into the ever - 
lofting Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift. • Rev. 1. 
5,6. And from Jefits Chrift , who is the faithf ul Witnefs , and 
t he firft-begotten of the Dead , and the Prince of the Kings of the 
Earth: Unto him that loved us , and wajhed us from our Sins in 
his own Blood . And hath made us Kings and Pricfts unto God . 
and his Father ^ to him be Glory and Dotnihion for ever and c- 
ver , Amen. Rev. 20.4. And I faw Thrones, and they] fat uporf 
themj and 'judgment was 'given unto them •, and I faw the Souls 
of them that were beheaded for the witnefs of Jefus, and for the 
Word of God, and vhich had not worpippcd'the Be aft, neither 
his Image, neither had received his mark upon their Foreheads , 
or in their Hands, and they lived and reigned with Chrift a 
thoufand Tears* 

Now 
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Now to Conclude, what may 1 expert from fome Peo¬ 
ple, but odd Reflections and Sentiments upon many Things 
in this Impreftion", be that as it will, I am well fatisfted 
that what I have done is dcfigned only for a publick good, 
and approved on by Intellectual Intelligence *, therefore if 
any fliall think fit to write any thing again ft me and my 
Works, they muft expert no Anfwer from mej neither will 
I enter into any Controverfies about them, I have feen the 
ill Confequences of fuch Difputes ", whoever djflikes any 
thing ‘here let them amend them, and produce better, or 
let thefe alone", I fubmit all to the judgment and Pro¬ 
tection of Go*, in the molt Holy and blefled Trinity. To 
whom be all Honour, Glory, Power, Might, Majetty, and 
Dominion, no\y and for ever, and ever, Amen.

Syftem of Theology.

TU'Herefore T take this Ojforttmity to relate more particularly fotne 
remarkable and fuper-natural Miracles •wrought by Divine 
Power , as a Confirmation of the DoBrines contained in this Syfiem t 
us follows. 
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Fir ft. That the original Books, Papers and Records of 
Dr. Dee were burnt, which l faw and infpe&ed, of the 
Doctor's own Writing, in the Gotten Library at Weftmmjler t 
from which the Doctrines contained in the firll part of this 
Book, are collected; at which Time l copied an original 
Sigill of the Do&or’s in Virgin’s Wax, of fix Inches and 
a quarter Diameter; containing many Croffes^ Characters, 
Figures, Letters and Angles; with fome ot the Angels 
Names that delivered pact of thefe DoCtrines and Revelati¬ 
ons ; and the Angel or Spirit that reftored them again. 

But upon what Qccafion they were burnt, l find no par¬ 
ticular Account; only by fome places of the Book it feems 
to appear, that they were burnt by Command and Inftiga- 
tion of the Pope’s Nuncio , who had framed a Bill againft 
the DoCtor, accufing him of Herefy, and wicked Magick } 
but the Account of their being reftored again is plain.

As Kelly ftood by his Chamber, looking into the Vine* j 
yard, he feemed to fee the little Gardiner, as he thought, 
in all manner of Behaviour and Appearance, who was

and Kelly then went into the Garden, but could find no Per- ■ 

fon there; but fat down, and in lefs than half a quarter 
of an Hour, the Doftor efpied under an Almond-Tree^ 
fomething, like a Sheet of white Paper lying, tofied to and 
fro in the Wind, he then rofe and went to it, and there 
found three of his Books lying, which were fo diligently 
burnt the tenth of the faid April, having no Shew or Sign 
that they had been in the Fire, or any Thing wanting. 

And after, as the Doftor and Kelly had fat about half an 
Hour under the Almond-Tree praifing God, and wondring 
at the Miracle, fuddenly appeared by them the fame Gar¬ 
diner 
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diner-like Perfon, nothing to be judged of him to be the 
Angel Ave 5 but faid unto Kelly follow me $ whereupon 
Kelly went, and the Doftor fat Hill, waiting his Return: 
The Gardener-like Angel went before him, his Feet feeming 
not to touch the Ground by a Foot: As he went before 
Kelly , the Doors feemed to open before him 5 he led Kelly 
up the Stairs, and fb in at his own Chamber Door $ and 
the Door going out of that to the Stairs, opened of it fe!f, 
and he went up thofe Stairs, and at length brought him to 
the Furnace Mouth, where the Books and Papers had been 
burnt the tenth Day of that April} and coming thither, the 
Spiritual Creature leemed to iet one of his Feet on the Poft 
on the right Hand without the Furnace Mouth, and with 
the other to ftep to the Furnace Mouth 5 and in the Fur¬ 
nace appeared a great Light, as if there had been a Win¬ 
dow in the back of the Furnace, and he reached into the 
Furnace, and over his Shoulder backwards, did reach to 
Kelly all the reft of the ftanding Books, excepting the Book 
out of which the laft Acceffion was cut: Alfo to Kelly ap¬ 
peared in the Furnace all the reft of the Papers, which were 
not then delivered out. This being done, he bad Kelly go, 
and faid he fliould have the reft afterwards. He went be¬ 
fore in a little fiery Cloud, and Kelly followed with the 
Books under his Arm, all along the Gallery, and came 
down the Stairs, and then his Guide left him, and Kelly 
baought the Books to the Do£lor, under the Almond-Tree, 
and were after promifed, that the reft wanting fhould be 
rcftored unto them, even unto the leaft, and laft Letter. 

If any will venture to fay this Miracle was wrought by 
bad Spirits, I am otherwife well perfuaded, or allured, 
that if bad Spirits may in Appearance or Shew imitate 
fuch Things, yet in Truth, Reality and Subftance, they 
can do nothing like this 5 which I hope is a fufficient Con¬ 
firmation of the firft part of this Book, or I could infert 
other ftrange and wonderful Things relating thereto.
